Na#hvllle, Tenn., May 12.—(Special.)-— 
The Indications In to-day'# Democratic 
senatorial primary point to the nom¬ 
ination of former Governor Robert L 
Taylor by a majority of 20,000 over 
Senator E. W. Carmack. Taylor seems 
to have carried all thfee divisions of 
the State. Carmack lost Hamilton, 
Knox and Davidson, the liquor and 
labor vote In Chattanooga, Knoxville 
and Nashville being almost solidly 
against him. Nearly every county Car¬ 
mack had figured on carrying w*ent 
against him. several of them by consid¬ 
erable majorities. He surprised Tay¬ 
lor In only a few oountlcs, Montgomery, 
Wilson and Giles coming around to 
Carmack on the very last days of tho 
campaign. 

Former Governor Taylor’s remarkable 
personal popularity, his long service as 
Governor of the Stute and the rancor 
grow ing out of the so-called snap con 
ventlen which nominated the then Gov 
ernor. James B. Frazier, as the sue 
ccssor of the late William B. Bate In 
the United States Senate In 1905 accom 
plished the downfall of Senator Car¬ 
mack. Six months ago Taylor would 
have won by three times the majority 
which he secured to-day, but Carmack

TRICKS USED TO 
GET BUSINESS 


Employe of the Standard Oil 
Company Talks. 


Every Fraud and Device 
Known Used. 


Competitors Had No Show to 
Win in Competition. 


NEW LIGHT ON CORPORATION, 


Chicago, May 12.—Despite tile objec¬ 
tions of the counsel for the Standard 
Oil Company, F. 8 . Hlbb*. of Peoria, 
and for thirteen years an employe of 
the Standard Oil Company, was per¬ 
mitted to-day by the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Committee to Illustrate a num¬ 
ber of tricks which the witness says 
were used by salesmen and agents of 
the Standard Oil Company 

"In testing the ©l! of a rival com¬ 
pany/' said Mr. Hlbbs, "we used a 
new chimney, and the magnesia In the 
glass makes the chimney look cloudy. 
For our own use we had an old chlni- 
new, with the wick perfectly dried out 
and not too long. We used to rub a 
moistened Anger across the wick of the 
competitor, and after It burned a short 
time the damp spot would be reached, 
the light would grow' dim. and there 
would be a sputtering All this time 
our light would be burning brightly. 
Our wicks were trimmed so as to make 
a thin flame, and those of the competl- 
tors we trimmed so as to make a thick 
flame. The thinner the flame the 
whiter the light. Then we would often 
bend down the lower part of the burner 
and let air In under the chimney, 
which would «*ause the lamp to smoke. 
Sometimes we would fill up some of 
the rent Hating holes around the burner 
with chewing gum. 

"We only vesorted to these tricks 
when a competitor was selling oil In a 
town and I wanted to get rid of him" 

The witness named five towns in Illi¬ 
nois where he had convinced cust«m»rs 
that the oil of the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany Is superior, when, as a matter of 
fact. It was Inferior. 

He said that the Are tests showed the 
product of the Standard Oil Company 
to be of 44 per cent, gravity, while that 
of competing companies was 42 per 
cent. 

• • • 

Tricks Still In Vogue. 


"Do the agents of the Standard Oil 
Company still practice the tactics you 
have mentioned In meeting competi¬ 
tion r* asked Attorney Monett. 

"Yea They are doing It to-day." re¬ 
plied the witness. "They pay rebates, 
bribe people, cut the price, and substi¬ 
tute an Inferior quality of oil, and. In 
fact, do anything necessary to get the 
business and put the competitor out of 
the way." 

The witness then told of a dinner giv¬ 
en In Peoria by C. H. Hand, manager 
of the Cincinnati office of the Standard 
Oil Company, at which the different 
methods of getting business were dis¬ 
cussed. The Witness said that Manager 
Hand related how Robert Carlyle, a 
salesman, had used 1100 In getting a 
certain customer, and that It was a 
good Investment. The money was used 
In bribing the employes of the Arm 
using the oil. Another Instance was 
cited where the engineer of a large 
plant was bribed by agents of tho 
Standard Oil Company to put gTlt In 
the oil sold by a rival, so that it would 
rum the machinery and the customer 
be compelled to buy of the Standard Oil 
Company.

How He Got Information. 


The witness gave specific instances 
Where he had bribed railroad employes 
while he was In the employ of the 
Standard OH Company to got informa¬ 
tion regarding shipments mado by the 
Royal OH Company. He said that he 
paid a freight handler of the Iowa Cen¬ 
tral railroad %2 a month for a long time 
to get him certain Information. He said 
the company always urged agents nev¬ 
er to remember names or facts con¬ 
nected with the work of obtaining in¬ 
formation about the business of rivals. 
•*We were advised to bribe a man with¬ 
out knowing his name if possible," he 
said 

Attorney Monett then attempted to 
allow that the Standard Oil Company 
paid less than 10 per cent, of the taxes 
It should pay under the law. but Com¬ 
missioner Clements ruled that the com¬ 
mission could not properly go Into that 
matter of the present Inquiry. 

The wltnesk then detailed a plan he 
had used to make trouble and expense 
for the Standard Oil Company.

Crown and People Expected 
To Join Issues. 


CZAR’S ATTITUDE, HOWEVER. IS 
HOT AGGRESSIVE. 


PARLIAMENT TO MAKE DE¬ 
MAND FOR AMNESTY. 


A MOVE AGAINST TREP0FF. 


SL Petersburg. May It.—With tho 
new Parliament nearly under way, 
there Is distinct relief from the 
tremendous strain of the past few 
months. But both sides anticipate a 
great struggle between the crown and 
the people. They realise that the real 
issue will not be joined until the 
answer of the lower house ty the speech 
from the throne at the opening of Par¬ 
liament is presented. Then the Em¬ 
peror must choose between war and 
peace. 

The Constitutional Democrats have 
effected a temporary combination with 
the'peasants, and fuel that they have 
behind them a four-fifths majority. 
Their tactics are to avoid a conflict at 
the outset. In order to get through their 
agrarian bill us a practical measure to 
win and hold the support of the peas- 
nnts. Then If the Government is not 
ready to yield they will draw the sword, 
nod there are many possible complica¬ 
tions of deadfalls ahead. 

• • • 

Emperor Well Disposed. 


The prospects of a pacific solution, 
however, are certainly bright. The Em¬ 
peror appears to be well disposed. The 
words of his speech at the winter pal¬ 
ace. which are now known to have 
been by hla own hand, after rejecting 
all the drafts submitted by his advis¬ 
ers, Indicate that he Is sincerely deslr- 
<has of a rapprochement with Parlia¬ 
ment, and what he said to Prut Mour- 
orttsetT, President of the House, yes¬ 
terday Is distinctly on a line with a 
wish to meet the expressed will of the 
people. Nevertheless, words no longer 
suffice. 

The leaders of the Constitutional 
Democrats, while they have displayed 
consummate ability In restraining the 
hotspur*, are strong and resolute in 
their determination to secure full par¬ 
liamentary rights, with responsible 
Ministers chosen from the majority un¬ 
der a constitutional monarchy. 

With the exception of forty mem¬ 
bers. the entire peasant contingent 
joined the Constitutional Democrats, 
and in a test vote this afternoon for 
Wee presidents, polled 361 out of 42H 
votes. The radical tendency of the 
peasant* constitutes the greatest sur¬ 
prise of the week. One hundred and 
twenty-two of them voted not to at¬ 
tend the banquet given by the Cfity 
Council to-night in honor of the Par¬ 
liament because they could not coun¬ 
tenance the expenditure of $3,504 
while the people of the nation are on 
the very point of starvation, and be¬ 
cause they would not uttend a func¬ 
tion to which members of the Council 
of the empire, who are under boycott, 
participated. 

• • • 

Campaign Against Trepoff. 


Gen. Trepoff. commandant of the 
palace, is now generally recognised us 
a secret and dangerous influence at 
court and the Liberal newspapers have 
opened a systematic campaign against 
him. 

Should the Em peror eventually elect 
tit wage war by declining to yield fur¬ 
ther. the proletariat orgnnlxatlon* will 
again i<» the fr*»nt. as they con¬ 

stitute the only militant force capable 
of fighting the Government by the 
means of n strike as a weapon. Until 
the final decision of the Emperor comes 
the Sqclal Democrats have declared a 
truce with the majority. 

A meeting of the secret congress of 
the party met here to-cay and decided 
to temporarily suspend the boycott of 
the Parliament and give no further 
encouragement to tactics of terrorism.

^ Demand For Amnesty. 

The feature of the second session of 
the lower house of Parliament to-day 
was a frantla demonstration In favor 
of amnesty When, among a mass of 
congratulatory messages from all parts 
of the empire were read, several from 
political prisoners In jail or In exile In

To relieve ’•Dick,” the big Bengal 
tiger In the Central Park menagerie, of 
two Ingrowing nails on hl8 right fore¬ 
paw, “Bill” Snyder, the chief keeper, 
performed to-day one of the most diffi¬ 
cult and hair-raising operations In hi* 
long experience with captive animal*. 
The manicuring was required to re¬ 
lieve the tiger of great pain and lame¬ 
ness, from which he has been suffering 
for several weeks. It forced him to 
walk on three legs, and every time he 
■truck the tore paw against the bars 
or floor of his rage he would roar and 
startle all of the tigers, lions and pan¬ 
thers nearby, who would roar back In 
sympathy. 

Snyder found the operation the more 
difficult because '‘Dick” hates him. why 
he cannot tell. When Snyder ap¬ 
proaches his cage, even with fowl. 
•’Dick’* snarls and growl* at him and 
keeps this up until Snyder goes out of 
sight. But Snyder, as the chief keeper, 
had to perform the operation upon his 
enemy. He had five other keepers to 
help him. and they were all tired before 
they finished. 

When the six keepers approached his 
cage, ’’Dick" retreated to the innermost 
corner. He backed against the wall, 
lashing his tall, and snarling at them. 
Snydor climbed on top of the cage with 
a noose of Inch manlla rope, and 
crawled over to a point over Dick's 
heid. The big tiger watched every 
movement, but he could not spring at 
the keeper with his lame paw; so he 
squatted on the' floor and snarled and 
spat at the man. 

Snyder lowered the noose toward 
Dick, his purpose being to get It over 
the tiger's head and shoulders, so that 
the other keepers could drag him to 
the front of the cage. In spite of his 
lame paw the beast eluded being las¬ 
soed for fifteen minutes When the 
rope touched him he knocked It away 
with his good left forepaw, and spoiled 
Bnyder’s effort* for a long Itme. At 
last the keeper got the noose over the 
tiger's head and left forepaw and drew* 
i It tight. It didn’t choke Dick, but It 
made his left forepaw useless, and he 
could da little with the lame right paw 

With the noose fast. Snyder passed 
the end of it to the five assistants. 
They dragged Dick to the front of the 
cage. He fought hard not to go, and 
clung to every crack in the stone floor 
of his cage with his hind paws, growl¬ 
ing and roaring rnlghtly. All the other 
animals became highly excited and 
roared and growled In a great chorus. 

The stout nope held, and ’’Dick" had 
to go. The keepers were too strong 
for him and at last they drew him to 
the front bars of the cage and held 
him so that hi* sore paw protruded 
through the four-inch space between 
the atone floor and the cross bar from 
which rhe upright bars rise. Then 
Synder performed the operation. He 
used no dainty manicuring Implements 
for the work, no perfumed water, nor 
flies, nor anything to make the opera¬ 
tion pleasant. ‘'Dick” was then in a 
state of mind that made him unable 
to appreciate such luxuries. Instead, 
Bill used n large, strong pair of steel 
nipper* and extracted the null*, while 
| the tiger snarled a few inches only 
from his face. Snyder soaked the 
tiger’s paw with antiseptic, and then 
loosed the noose. “Dick" released him¬ 
self and darted back on hi* three good 
I leg* to the back of his cage. He be- 
I gan licking tiie paw, thus dressing his 
own wound, and he ought to recover 
completely.—New* York Evening Post.

Washington. May 12.—Reports have 
reached the State Department of the 
organization of another revolutionary 
movement directed against the gov¬ 
ernment of President Ciyeres, of San¬ 
to Domingo. It is understood that the 
Island of Porto Rico is the base of 
operations and It Is supposed that ex- 
Prcsldent Morale* and Jimlnex are the 
leader* of the movement. Instructions 
have been sent to the Insular Gov¬ 
ernor of Porto Rico to tak. wtep* to 
carry out the neutrality Laws which 
would prevent the organisation and 
departure of any hostile exportation 
and the American warships surround¬ 
ing ihe Island of Santo Domingo also 
will be Instructed to prevent any land¬ 
ing of hostile forces. 

The Navy Department upon receipt 
of advice* from the State Department 
of the organization of a filibustering 
party at Porto Rico for Ran Domingo, 
called Rear Admiral Dunlap, command¬ 
ant of the naval station at 8an Juan, 
and Commander Waller, commandant 
of the naval station at Culebra, to co¬ 
operate with the Islnnd authorities of 
Porto Rico in preserving neutrality. 
Commander Southerland, in command 
of the squudron in Dominican water*, 
was advised of the report..

SULTAN TARDILY ACCEDES TO 
BRITISH DEMANDS. 


ENGLISH FLEET TO BE KEPT IN 
EASY REACH. 


DELIMITATION OF BOUNDAR*. 


London. May 12.—In a manner char¬ 
acteristic of Turkish diplomacy the 
Porte has made an eleventh hour sur¬ 
render to the British demand concern¬ 
ing the Tabah boundary. It had beef) 
believed in many quarters that the 
Sultan would not yield until actual 
force was displayed, but hla decision 
probably mis hastened by the knowl¬ 
edge that none of the Powers sup¬ 
ported, hla attitude and the combined 
faot that British naval preparations 
had kept pace with her diplomatic de¬ 
mands. 

Sir Nicholas R. O’Connor, the Brit¬ 
ish Ambassador at Constantinople, In 
hls earlier dispatches had prepared the 
British Government for Turkey's com¬ 
pliance with Ha demand and little at¬ 
tention need be paid to the reports of 
a conditional surrender, that phrase 
probably being Intended to satisfy the 
Turkish people. 

At the Foreign Office to-night the 
Associated Press learned that It was 
quite unlikely that Grept Britain would 
accept anything In the nature of a 
mixed or International commission to 
examine into the frontier question and 
the Foreign Office declined to believe 
that Ambassador O’Connor had accept¬ 
ed any •'conditional” surrender. It Is 
understood the British fieet will be 
kept at Phalerum Hay pending a final 
settlement of the question, and the de¬ 
limitation of the frontier. Vice Admiral 
Hervsford, commanding the lleet, with 
hls officers to-night attended a ban¬ 
quet at the British legation tn Athens, 
at which JJlng George and the Am« ^- 
can and French Ministers were guests. 

When the delimitation of the bound¬ 
ary la aettlsd It la expected that the 
British Government will take measures 
to render Egypt strategically secure 
against any similar aggression by es¬ 
tablishing a strong Egyptian garrison 
and fortifying El Arlsh.and If the water 
difficulty !n the desert region can be 
solved by placing Egyptian garrisons 
at points on ^the desert routes from 
Tabah and Gama, along which an in¬ 
vading army might threaten the Sues 
Canal. It la also pot unlikely that 
Great Britain will demand the with¬ 
drawal of the Turkish commisaloner at 
Cairo, Chazt Ahmet Moukhtar Puaho. 
who is credited with fostering antl- 
Brltlsh agitation.

South, the Committee on Episcopacy 
made a report recommending the elec¬ 
tion of three new bishops. The report 
went to the calendar, and It Is thought 
will be taken up Monday. The college 
of bishops, in their address, suggested 
the election of two new bishops, while 
the laymen In a memorial have asked 
for the election of five, one of whom 
Is to be In charge of foreign missions. 

The Episcopacy Committee also re¬ 
ported that it had passed the charac¬ 
ters of all the eleven bishops. It re¬ 
commended ttie continuation of Bish¬ 
ops John C. Granberry and O. P. Fitx- 
gerald on the superannuated list and 
said that in the assignments for Epis¬ 
copal duty due regard had been given 
to the impaired health of Bishop W. 
W. Duncan. The committee also re¬ 
commended a twelve-months’ exemp¬ 
tion from active duty for Bishop A. 
Coke Smith because of poor health. 
The r* tries of active bishops were 
fixed a $4,000. superannuated bishops 
at $2,000 each, and widows of deceased 
bishops at $1,000 each. 

The Rev. B. F. Lipscomb, of Peters¬ 
burg, Va.. conducted the opening devo¬ 
tional exercises at to-day’s session of 
the Conference. Bishop A. Hoke Smith 
took the chair for the day. Dr. Jesse 
Bowman Young, of Cincinnati, was in¬ 
troduced to the Conference. Messages 
of felicitation from the Epworth League 
Union, of Washington. D. C.. and the 
Southern Baptist Convention, at Chat¬ 
tanooga. were read. 

The Itineracy Committee submitted a 
non-current report on the resolution of 
J. C. Kllgo and others, that the time 
limit upon the pastorate be not applied 
to preachers In charge of institutional 
churches.

Report On Vanderbilt. 


The Committee on Education In a re¬ 
port regarding Vanderbilt University. 
Nashville, which was made to-day, 
says; 

’There can he no question as to the 
ownership of the University by the 
Methodist Episcopal church.’ South, or 
as to the charter right of ail the bish¬ 
ops, but In view of certain questions 
we recommend the appointment of a 
commission of five laymen to act as 
follows: 

’’First, to inquire Into and determine 
the present relation of the Vanderbilt 
University to the Methodist Episcopal 
church. South; second, to take legal 
stops. If necessary, to perfect the trans¬ 
fer of the University from the patron¬ 
ising conference to the general con¬ 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church. South: third, to define the char¬ 
ter right of the bishops of the Metho¬ 
dist Episcopal church. South, and when 
so defined the bishops are hereby In¬ 
structed to enter on the name.” The 
committee then recommends that the 
commission be compost'd of Judge Ed¬ 
ward O’Rear. Frankfort. Ky.; Judge 
John A. Rich, Slater. Mo.; Judge E. D. 
Newman. Woodstock. Va.; Judge John 
A. McCullough. Greenville, S. C., and 
Creed Fulton Bates. Chattanooga.

St. Louis. Mo.. May 12.—The great 
Ferris wheel, the wotider of two uni¬ 
versal expositions, w*Os blown up with 
dynamite yesterday afternoon, and now 
only an Immense pile of twisted and 
broken iron rods and beams marks the 
place where it stood In Forest Park, 
says the St. Louts Globe-Democrat. 

Two explosions were required. Yes- 
jerday morning, about 11 o'clock, fifty 
sticks of dynamite were exploded under 
the supports of the wheel. The con¬ 
crete blocks were cracked and broken, 
but the wheel remained upright. In 
the afternoon the second effort was 
made. 

The wheel had been stripped of its 
cars. The supports had been loosened 
as far as possible. Several weeks ago 
the engine and other machinery which 
turned the wheel were removed*and the 
wheel was allowed to swing free. A high 
wind from the west, catching the upper 
part, caused the wheel to revolve slow¬ 
ly, giving observers from a distance 
the impression that It was in operation. 
The wheel was secured later, but one 
evening recently It broke loose, and the 
next morning It was swinging back and 
forth with the wind. 

The great bolts had been removed 
from the boxes which held the axle, 
and everything had been done to make 
the fall sw'lft and the wreck complete. 
In each of the two concrete blocks on 
which rested the bootlegs which sup¬ 
ported the wheel on the cost about 
twenty-five holes were drilled. In these 
were placed 100 sticks of dynamite. A 
wire led from the caps to the summit 
of a hill on the south, about 200 feet 
away, connecting with a dry battery*.

The wheel was built for the World’s 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago In 
1895. and w*as one of the most popular 
attractions. Thu original cost of the 
wheel was $750,000.

$200,000 was spqnt In finding a location 
for It, the owners first placing It on the 
North Side In Chicago and finally 
bringing it to St. Louis and erecting It 
in Forrest Fark. It carried 6,000.000 
passengers during the two expositions. 
After the St. !»u!a World’s Fair the 
owners were willing to give It to anyone 
who would cart it away, but no takers 
appeared. It was planned to take It to 
Coney Island, bnt the proposal waa 
abandoned.

The crowd of curious people was 
told to retire out of danger, and mnnt 
of them went to the top of the hill. 
From the tall bleachers of the stadium, 
where the Washington University ath¬ 
letes were holding a track tn^et, the 
crowd, forgetful of 100-yard dashes and 
hurdle events, watched for the fall of 
the great wheel. 

O. Bennett, superintendent of the 
Chicago house wrecking company, di¬ 
rected operations. When the charge 
was set off In the forenoon rocks and 
blocks of concrete were hurled 2«*0 feet. 
In the afternoon thin was guarded 
against by placing a large muffler of 
timbers and boards around the base of 
the wheel. 

The charge was set off by the electric 
battery at 4 o’clock. With the nuir of 
the explosion the great wheel toppled 
over. turn**d half around, and ms the 
axle, a piece of Iren weighing seventy 
tons, was thrown from its bearing* and 
crashed down, the wheel broke and col¬ 
lapsed Into a mass of twisted scrap 
iron. 

The axle, said to be the largest and 
heaviest single piece of Iron ever 
forged, being forty-one feet long, fell on 
end and buried half Its length In the 
earth. The boxes which supported the 
axle were thrown to one side out of 
the general wreck, and‘plunged their 
full length Into the gAmnd 

Although th«' wheel wns 268 feet In 
diameter, it collapsed In a space less 
than ninety feet across It Is little 
more than Junk now. nnd will be rut 
up and carried away In pieces. The 
task may be gauged by the fact that It 
Is estimated that four months Is the 
shortest possible time In which the 
wreckage can be cleared away The 
Iron rods, two Inches thick, by which 
the outer rim of the wheel was hung 
on the axle, are twisted and tangled 
like twine string, and the iron beams

DEADLOCK. 


SENATE COMMITTEE DIVIDED 
ON TYPE OF CANAL. 


,Wrangle of Hour’s Duration Over 
Question of Accepting Car¬ 
mack’s Proxy. 


Washington, May 12 — The Senate Com¬ 
mittee on Interoceanic Canals Is In a 
deadlock on the question of the type of 
canal to be recommended. The ques¬ 
tion was taken up to-day. and the vote ! 
•bowed five for a sea-level canal and 
five for the lock type recommended by 
the minority of the Board of Consult¬ 
ing Engineers. 

There were two absentees—Senators 
Gorman and Carmack. The latter tel¬ 
egraphed from Tennessee instructing 
the chairman to count his vote for the 
sea-level type, which would have made a 
majority against the lock canal desired 
by the Administration. After wrang¬ 
ling for an hour over the question of 
accepting the vote of Senator Carmack 
the committee adjourned until Wednes¬ 
day next. 

^ There are three types of plans before 
•he committee. Only two of these are 
being considered seriously, the sea- 
level canal Indorsed by the mnjorlty of 
the board of consulting engineers and 
the lock type referred to, which Is In¬ 
dorsed by the Administration. The 
third plan Is the Morgan type, which 
practically has been rejected by the 
committee. 

Investigations extending over the 
present session of Congress have been 
conducted by the committee, but only 
a small portion of the Inquiries have 
bei n devoted to the determination of 
type. The meeting to-day was not 
called until last night and some of the 
friends of the v^-level project have in¬ 
timated that the haste was for the 
purpose of getting a vote before the 
return of Senator Carmack, who la 
campaigning In his State. It was known 
that he favored the sea-level typo. 
The vote to-day was as follows: For 
Morgan and Tallnfarro. For lock type, 
•ea level. Klttredge, Platt. Ankeny, 
Millard, Hopkins. Knox and Simmons. 

An effort was made by Senator Kltt- 
redge to vote Senator Carmack, but 
objection was made. It was argued 
that this course would be unprecedent¬ 
ed Inasmuch as the Tennessee Senator 
has not attended any of tho hearings 
Coimtor Gorman, who has been 111 since 
the hearings were begun, has made no 
request that his name be voted. 

If Senator Carmack should return to 
Washington before the meeting Wed¬ 
nesday. undoubtedly the decision of the 
committee will be In favor of a sea- 
levtl canal. If the question were sub¬ 
mitted to the committee whether his 
vote should be counted. It Is said that 
the sea-level advocates would win.

Cologne. April 29.-This la the fUy 
of the Cathedral. Many spires will 
greet the Kentucky “Pilgrims of the 
Rhine’’. a« they drift down the river 
nearing this richest and most renowned 
of all the ancient cities that stand upon 
Its banks. But first to corn© to view, 
end dominating all else, whether the 
spectator stand within or without the 
city. Is the mighty mass of the most 
truly perfect structure ever reared by 
man for the worship of the Christian 
God. 

Rome has St. Peter’s; London. St. 
Paul's. Milan Is one of the cities that 
cherish a splendid shrine. But Cologne 
has the cathedral of cathedrals—the 
one structure worthy of having In¬ 
spired that wonderful phrase; “Archi¬ 
tecture Is frozen music/* 

There are many scenes of Interest 
In Oils great old Capital of the prov¬ 
ince of the Rhine. But each moment 
spent In other sightseeing would be 
begrudged were It not that every step. 
In no mutter what direction, brings 
forth a new picture of the edifice In 
the shadow of whose towers the whole 
city seems to hover as If It wen* a 
great mother-bird. Happily, the sky¬ 
scraper Is as yet unknown In Cologne. 
It would be a crime as great as the 
desercratlon of Niagara by factories, 
or Uu* transformation of Mammoth 
Cave Into a cold storage warehouse. 
If a single one of those steel skeletons 
were ever permitted to rear Its harsh 
angularity of line In contrast with the 
majestic beauty of the building that 
now rises serenely and supremely above 
ali^kurroundings

Nowhere else In Europe will the Ken¬ 
tucky girls have a keener sense of the 
newness of their native land than will 
come to them while In Cologne. They 
have grown naturally to regard a 
colonial mansion of the “Old 8outh“ 
that has seen the birth of five or six 
generations as an example of venerable 
Antiquity. They will find themselves 
her** in a city that Is n thriving cen¬ 
ter of commerce, with no symptom of 
Industrial decay; but a city In whose 
hlatory a few centuries is a negllgibb? 
fraction—a mere bagatelle. 

It was In the time when Marcus 
Agrlppa was ruling the Romans that 
he pitched the camp of hla legion*. 
Later on it was decided. In the cheerful 
fashion of the then dominant race, to 
order an entire people to make a May 
moving. The Ubll were the victims of 
the eviction notice, and the Romans, 
naving accustomed them to benevolent 
assimilation, they obeyed orders, moved 
their families and other belongings 
across the river, and made this spot 
the Oppldum Ublorum. Thenceforth It 
figured so much In the history of the 
•mplre that it won the title of "the 
Rome of the North/* Here Trajan 
received the snmhion* to assume the 
Imperial purple; here Vltelllua and 311- 
\ anus were proclaimed Emperors, and 
here the latter was murdered by his 
cohorts. It was In the camp of Ger- 
manlcus that hla daughter, Agrippina, 
the mother of Nero, waa born; and It 
was that uneatlmable lady who. In a 
moment of vanity, deairous lo com¬ 
memorate her birthplace, persuaded 
her husband. Claudius, to establish a 
colony of veteran soldiers here, and to 
give to the new city the name of 
“Agrlpplnu'a Colony"—Colonla Agrip¬ 
pina, the name which It still retains 
In part. 

That was Just 1855 years ago But 
It does not seem bo long in t/« logne. 
Things move slowly here. The founda¬ 
tions of the Roman walls still rem 1111 
and lure and there they may still be 
traced through the hcait of the present 
city There are more dark men anti 
women, with aquiline feature*. In 
Cologne than afe usually found In Ger¬ 
many. Some students say that ancient 
Rome still survives In the faces of the 
Inhabitants of this ancient colony. One 
thing Is certain; the colony ■ lung to 
ancient customs much longer than the 
mother city; for up to the very days 
when the French Revolution started 
mu apish Gallic revival of old Roman 
standards, here In Cologne the leading 
dtlxens were still styled patricians, and 
the two Burgomasters wore the con¬ 
sular toga and were attended by llctora 
while our ancestors were fighting at 
Saratoga and Yorktown. 

• • • 

Medieval Cologne. 


It was In the Middle Ages, however, 
that Cologne came to its greatest glory 
snd a little later to Its depths of 
decadence. It had no master save of Its 
own choosing for the two centuries that 
ranged from the Thirteenth to the Fif¬ 
teenth. Chief city of the Ifan^rttlc 
League. It put an army »>f thirty thou¬ 
sand men Into the field when It rh«iee 
to go to w'nr. It taxed and cheeked the 
whole Rhine commerce. It mude treat¬ 
ies of trade with England. Spain, Por¬ 
tugal and Italy. It was In truth “th* 
Rome of the North ** And even to-day 


with all the masks and puppet shows— 
showing how strongly the Italian In¬ 
fluence Is still entrenched lit this oth¬ 
erwise purely German city. 

It was “the Rome of the North" In 
more ways than one It has ever been 
the stout stronghold of the Catholic 
faith. Rut before recalling *om«* facts 
of Interest. It must be said In fairness 
that because Cologne was a sufferer 
by reason of not sharing In the house¬ 
cleaning spirit of the Reformation Is 
no argument against Its fidelity and no 
attack upon the faith to which It was 
faithful. Th* bare facts are these; The 
clergy grew tyrannical and feuds arose 
between churrh and citizens. First the 
Jews were expelled. The burgomas¬ 
ters* best argument against the labor 
unions then existing was to wreck and 
throw Into the Rhine the weavers* 
looms. The weavers left. Finally In 
1618 all Protestants were banished from 
the city. Then came a time when the 
saying rar., “there are 12.006 beggur* 
In Cologne and as many steeples as 
there are days In the year/* Charge.one 
thing up to the credit of atheistic 
France. Its armies captured Cologne 
In 1794 when more than one-fourth of 
Its 40.000 Inhabitants lived by begging 
In the streets. It was restored to Prus¬ 
sia in 1814 with full foundations laid 
f«*r Its present-day prosperity. It has 
all Its old churches and many new ones. 
But it hasn't many more beggars than 
Louisville. 

• • • 

Cologne's Glory. 

Meanwhile, throughout the centuries, 
the best-skilled artisans of Europe 
were working always on the walls of 
the building that Is Cologne's greatest 
glory. Two hundred and fifty years be¬ 
fore Columbus set sail for the New- 
World. the master, whose name Is now- 
unknown—the architect of. the Cologne 
Cathedral—watched the first stone low¬ 
ered Into the place where It has reposed 
for six and one-half centuries. Begun 
In 1248, this church waa finished In 
Those figures may furnish the sharers 
of the Courier- Journal tour aome food 
for thought. Kingdoms rose and fell 
and nations were born and died while 
the plans grew Into their present per¬ 
fection. There w'ere centuries when 
practically no progress whs made. 
There were times of discouragement, 
such a* when much of the 
atone used In Its construction, 
brought from the Drachenfel*. 
was found to be decaying, and had to 
be removed, block by block. The 
French made it thalr hay-barn and 
melted It* leaden roof Into bullets. 
Even thirty years ago it was as In¬ 
complete as a ship Is at It* launching, 
without masts; for it* two great towers 
had not then risen. Finally, however, 
(he last atone was In place and the 
Emperor and all the Prince* of Ger¬ 
many Joined In the celebration. 

Figures wilt give sennt Idea of the 
Impressiveness of the most regular and 
stupendous Gothic structure In exist¬ 
ence. The spires reach the unprece¬ 
dented height of 512 feet, which exactly 
equal* the cathedral's length, and the 
height of the gable In the transept cor¬ 
respond* to the cathedral's width. 

We may quote John L. Stoddard 
concerning the Impression it creates: 

“It is the consummation of grandeur 
and religion. When one stands beside 
Its base and lets his gaze climb slowly 
upward over Its enormous buttrasses 
and tower*, the effect Is mountainous, 
and Its architecture appears Alpine in 
Its sublimity, the mighty shaft* (which 
seem as solid as the eternal hills, yet 
are a* graceful ns the elm), rising like 
a colossal stairway leading up to 
heaven. At such a time, when we con¬ 
sider *11 the numberless detail* of the 
vast edifice. In flying buttresses, stat¬ 
ues, gargoyle*, turret*, foliage and fret¬ 
work—each perfect and complete and 
wrought in centuries past by men who 
did their Utile part and then passed on, 
yielding their places to others—the 
grand cAthedral seems a fitting emblem 
of tbe progress of our race. • • • • a 
vast Stone arch, bridging the stream of 
time, down which nil the Intervening 
years have swept on to eternity/' 

• • • 

Satan and the Builder. 

It seem* one of fame's tragedies that 
them is no clew to the name of the 
creator of this marvel, it i* accounted 
for In a legend, still piously believed 
In Cologne, which tells that the archi¬ 
tect one night was walking on the riv¬ 
er’s hank, despairing of ever achieving 
hla Ideal, when Satan suddenly ap¬ 
peared to him and offered him the most 
magnificent plan If h# w ould give him 
in • xchangc hi* SOtt)*H 

“Win my name become flupomr 
asked the artist. 

it win forever rank with that of 
Phidias." was the reply. 

The architect begged for a night In 
which to consider the matter, and con 
suited a cunning priest, who advised 
him to take the devil's plan for a tmv 
merit In his hands, and. while convers¬ 
ing, to glance at it and master its de¬ 
tails The artist did so. and then de 
cllned to make the bargain. Where¬ 
upon 3atan. seeing himself outwitted, 
cried: 

“You have broken faith with me. Si 
be It Only remember this, and lot It 
haunt your dying hour, that when thl* 
temple shall have been completed after 
your design, and the whole world I* 
ringing with Its praises, your name wil 
he utterly unknown." 

Whatever we may think of the le¬ 
gend. oblivion has certainly been tlic 
reward of the architect of one of the 
noblest works of man.

The Bor.es of the Virgins. 

After the cathedral has b*en visited 
within ms well an without; after the 
beautiful stained glass has been 
studied: the Fourteenth century carvel 
stalls and statues admired and the] 
golden shrine In the treasury that con 
tains the bone* of the Magi, brought 
hem by Frederick Barbarosna. after 
the whole of the exquisitely beautiful 
Interior has been visited, the Ken¬ 
tuckians will turn their step* from 
the cathedral tow-ard the Church ul 
St Ursula.

Home-Coming Suggestions. 

Among the Judicious suggestions 
made by the Commercial Club touching 
the •'Home-Coining’* which the Courier- 
Journal has commended la one to the 
effect that the old graveyards through¬ 
out the State be placed in good order. 

In pioneer daya and before cemeteries 
wer# established there was upon nearly 
every farm a plat of ground set apart 
for a graveyard. As the State tilled 
up the remains of many were removed 
to cemeteries, but in many cases the 
graveyards were walled In and are still 
to be found throughout the State, but 
suffering from neglect In the growth of 
saplings or briars. As many of the 
visitors who attend the Home-Coming 
will visit the sites of their former 
homes It was a thoughtful suggestion 
that the resting places of their ances¬ 
tors should receive fitting care In an¬ 
ticipation of their coming. 

Mention has been made in* the Btate 
press that this recommendation is re¬ 
ceiving the attention It deserves, hut 
thers is evidence that ther* Is not such 
general response as tnerc should be 
There Is time yet for the work, and 
this reference to the matter. It Is t » 
be hoped, will be taken ns a reminder 
of It. There are several graveyards 
near Louisville which should” receive 
such attention. At Locust Grove, 
where George Rogers Clark died, at 
tho home of his brother-in-law. MaJ. 

William Croghiui. Is a family burial 
ground In which his remains were In¬ 
terred, and where they lay for half 
a century. They now rest In Cave Hill 
cemetery, marked by a plain granite 
headstone, but many of his kindred 
lie In the old walled graveyard which 
has passed Into the hand* of strangers 
and needs attention. 

On a neigh boring farm upon which 
he was boro Is the grave of President 
Zachary Taylor. Inclosed by a stone 
wall and marked by a monument erect¬ 
ed by Congress. Dut no provision tvaj 
made for its care, and of late years th? 
spot has become marred by under¬ 
growth, It would be well Ij have this 
put in decent order. Thro again there 
Is. six miles east of the city, at what 
was onev f minus an Floyd's Station, a 
much-neglected old graveyard. In which 
lies, among others, the body of Col. 

John Floyd, one of our most distin¬ 
guished pioneers. If is In a locust 
thicket without a fence, and n 
recent search failed to show the exact 
•pot where he lies. There is a hand¬ 
some Hat tombstone of his sun, MaJ.

A Heresy Trial. 

The trial of the Rev. Algernon S. 
Crapsey. of Rochester. N. Y.. by a 
tribunal of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church on the charge of heresy, ha* 
awakened a great deal of Interest. The 
court 1* said to have agreed. Four to 
one. that the charges were sustained, 
but a formal announcement has been 
withheld. 

In the trial the question of fact was 
virtually eliminated. Mr. Crapsey Is 
the author of a book called "Religion 
and Politics." and one of the chargee 
was based upon some of the teaching* 
which It contained. He was alsp 
charged with having set forth certain 
doctrine* In a sermon on December 31 
last. Mr. Crapsey admitted that he 
had taught as charged. This brought 
up the simple question whether the 
teachings were In accordance with the 
standards of tho Protestant Episcopal 
Church. The statements made In tho 
book which were attacked are thus set 
out: 

"In the light of scientific research, the 
founder of Christianity no longer stands 
apart from the common destiny of man In 
life and death, but he is In all things 
physical like as we gre, boro a* we are 
born, dying as we die. and both. In life 
and death. In the keeping of tluit same 
divine power, that heavenly Fatherhood, 
which delivers us from the womb and car¬ 
ries us down to 4he grave. When we coroe 
to know Jesus In His historical reintIons 
we see that miracle Is not a help. It Is a 
hindrance to an Intelligent comprehension 
of HI* person. HI* character, and His mis¬ 
sion. We are not alarmed, we are relieved. 
wh»n scientific history proves to us that 
the fact of HI* miraculous birth wan un¬ 
known to Himself, unknown to Ills moth¬ 
er and unknown to the whole Christina 
community of the first generation." * 

The doctrines of the sermon of De¬ 
cember 31: though differing In terms, 
were of substantially the same tenor. 
They were to the effect that Jesus was 
boro of parent* of the middle class, of 
a simple father and mother: that he 
w-it* the son of a carpenter, and not of 
miraculous birth. The court is under¬ 
stood to have said that these are not 
the doctrine* of the Protestant Epis¬ 
copal Church. It seemed to be con¬ 
ceded that Mr. Crapsey Is.honest In hla 
belief, that he has been doing a useful' 
work In other respects, and that he Is 
much beloved by hi* people. AH this, 
•though It may be beside the point; da 
useful In confining the inquiry to the 
doctrine* themselves and eliminating? 
mere personal questions. 

Heresy trials are not popular. They 
make trouble In the church that enter* 
upon them, and give rise to much dif¬ 
ference of opinion. But It Is to be ob¬ 
served that a heresy trial now among 
u* has no relation to such as once oc¬ 
curred, when the real question was 
whether the defendant was worthy to 
live and when conviction was often 
followed by an Ignominious death. The 
real question In a trial like this Is 
whether a man enteftalnlng certain 
views should remain as a teacher of a 
particular denomination. There doce 
not seem to be anything radically 
wrong about an inquiry of this kind. 

We have unfortunately, os most peo¬ 
ple believe, a great variety of religious 
denominations. With a few possible ex¬ 
ceptions. each of these denominations 
regards itself as a depository of the 
faith onoe delivered to the saints, and 
bound to preserve It to the best of Its 
ability. It represents, therefore, certain 
doctrines and practice*, some of which 
It regards as vital. It has certain stand¬ 
ards, or creeds. In which these ideas 
are set forth, with more or less expres¬ 
sion of their relative Importance. There 
are certain things sd out. a belief In 
which Is essential to membership, while 
in some cases the clergy are required to 
make special declaration*. These regu¬ 
lations seem to result necessarily from 
the nature of the organisation. Many 
contributions of money or property are 
made for the purpose of diffusing these 
views. The secular courts are often 
called upon to say whether the condi¬ 
tions of such trusts are faithfully car¬ 
ried out. 

We pretty generally believe In free 
speech. It Is one of the cardinal prin¬ 
ciples of republican Institutions. But 
wc equally believe In the sanctity of 
contracts. We recognise the right of 
Individuals and corporation* to give 
their money and their labor to the prop¬ 
agation of certain principles. If we 
employ and pay a teacher to tell hla 
pupils that the earth Is round we do 
not think he Is keeping his contract 
when he teaches that It is flat. He ha* 
a right to his own opinion, no doubt, 
but we have & right to refuse to expend 
our tfioney for the propagation of views 
which we do not share, and which we 
think are hurtful to the minds that ab¬ 
sorb them. 

Now, the same principles apply to re¬ 
ligious teaching. One may teach what 
he pleases, but ho may nut. In so doing, 
violate h contract, express or Implied. 
It r"<mi rather slrang*’ that anyone 
should insist on remaining a teacher in 
any denomination w;lth whose s:and- 
urdji he Is altogether at war. He mav 
be of good character, he may be hone*! 
it his belief, ho* may br beloved by those 

mong whom h labors, but if he re¬ 
jects that which his brethren think Is 
vital to the existence of the denomina¬ 
tion, it seems plain that bo la in tho 


wrong place und should transfer to 
other people the teaching which Is con¬ 
trary to the views of those who employ 
him. 

Whether Mr. Crapsey’a views arc In 
accordance with the standards of hla 
denomination 1* a question for the ap¬ 
pointed authorities of that church. But 
that hls trial should be regarded as a 
breach of free speech Is a proposition 
which doe* not seem to have much to 
support It. 


Some Secrets of a Diplomat 

In presenting some "sidelights on 
Count Witte" a newspaper correspond¬ 
ent named Salvatore Cortesl. who tame 
from Europe to represent, among 
others, the Associated Press during thu 
session of the Portsmouth conference, 
Incidentally mokes public two conver¬ 
sation* with the Russian which possess 
peculiar value. One of them took place 
on the ship during the voyage to Amer¬ 
ica. 

"Mr. Witte Is a bad sailor, and frit the 
movement of the ship, even when to tho 
majority of people It gave no dlsturbnnoe. 
He should therefore have kept quiet, but 
this wits nn Impossibility due to hi* ne¬ 
cessity for movement and action. Hls 
colossal figure, to which the square shoul¬ 
der* and the high boot# under hls trouser* 
give a military air. wn* seen for hours 
walking up and down the deck, with a 
kind o< Impatience nnd melancholy at 
that restrictlon of space and liberty* It 
was during one of these walks that in 
discussing the internal situation of hla 
country Mr. Witte said: ’Yes. we certain¬ 
ly need more liberty, but also, on the part 
of the officials, a greater feeling of re- 
rponsiNltty toward the people, and on the 
part of the people a greater feeling of 
ttielr duty toward the Slate. We need 
school* to educate; we need mean* to de¬ 
velop our agriculture, to extend our com¬ 
merce. to exploit our riche*, some of 
which ore unknown to the Russians them¬ 
selves/ 

" *But/ I remarked. *afl this seem* to 
be difficult under tho present form of 
Government/ 

" *lt I* true/ answered laconically Mr 
Witte, removing from hls mouth the 
cigarette which he constantly puffs at In 
an exaggeratedly tong holder. 

" Then why not adopt the parliamen¬ 
tary *y*tem?' lacked more than anything 
else for the curiosity to sea what he 
would answer. He stopped In Jhla walk 
for a moment and looked me straight In 
the eye. exclaiming: 

•"■*The remedy might bo worse than the 
evil' With the exception of England. Just 
look how the parliamentary form func¬ 
tions, look to what a condition It 1* re¬ 
duced In Latin countries, look at the scan¬ 
dals In Austria and Germany, look at the 
corruption in America. Fn Russia It woul.l 
be even worse, ronslderlng the immense 
Vitstness of our territory, the conflicting 
Interests of such different regions, the 
difficulties In the way of communication, 
the ignorance of the people und the lack 
of political education in the masses.' 

" 'Thcnr 

" Then something will have to be done 
and soon, taking from parliamentarism 
what Is good and may respond to our 
needs, but rejecting what experience ha# 
already proved to be wrong in other coun¬ 
tries. What Is necessary la a purification 
of bureaucracy and a dlacentrallxatton of 
the Government, so that each region can 
have rules and measure^ adapted to Its 
requirements/ " 

In the above is thrown a volume of 
light upon the Idea* of the man who 
designed and arranged for the Douma 
which gathered In St. Petersburg last 
week to hpltl its first session. 

The other conversation was this: 

" 'You mosf«dUive a pTan to get"over tile 
dilemma, I remarked one day. but I no¬ 
ticed that he answered evasively nnd pro* 
ferred to change the subject. On the 
80th of August, the day after peace was 
decided. Mr. Witte sent for me and said: 

" 'You remember w hen you asked about 
my plan* Yes, 1 had a plan, but 1 te- 
veabd It to no one except my wife when 
1 left Cherbourg. Not even the Czar 
knew what my intentions Were. Like all 
schemes destined to succeed, my plan 
was very simple. 1 set myself to work 
to convince everyone thnt the continua¬ 
tion of the war was Inevitable nnd that 
peace was Impossible: I convinced Presi¬ 
dent i>jubct In Paris nnd President 
Roosevelt til Oyster Bay. nnd they both 
worked gallantly to render these pre¬ 
dictions false. They could not have done 
mor* had I been In a position to com¬ 
mand them. Contemporaneously with 
the reports which I sent to my Govern¬ 
ment. Ibowing that the struggle had to 
continue, I suggested that all the conces¬ 
sions compatible with our honor and dig¬ 
nity should be made, as w« would thus 
have a bee ter moral position before the 
world for ih© continuance of the conflict. 
My attitude evidently succeeded In con¬ 
vincing Baron Komura also, as he must 
on hls sick* have urged tho Japanese 
Government to give In for the same ica- 
aon. Bt. Petersburg and Toklo responded 
so well that yesterday the - only condi¬ 
tion left w’os that of the war Indemnity, 
and Japan could not send LOOO.idl men 
to be massacred for a mere question of 
money, after having obtained much more 
than they ever dreamed of huvlng be¬ 
fore the war/ " 

Count Witte's interpretation of his 
"plan" does not present any fact# par¬ 
ticularly new, but hls statement of the 
psychology and strategy involved In It 
Is. That the results apparently vindi¬ 
cated hls plan makes speculation seem 
vain. but. all the same. It would be In¬ 
teresting to know what hls thoughts 
would have been had hla strategy fail¬ 
ed. What, for Instance, would have 
Wn hls alternative? Thnt he won a 
brilliant diplomatic victory he Is sure: 
he holds not the vestige of a doubL 
Evidently It has not occurred to him 
that the Japanese envoys played some 
strategy on their part by holding over 
the Russians' heads the claim for In¬ 
demnity as a means for compelling the 
other concessions whkh Count Witte 
desert ties.

A Jesuit priest also 
said early mass for fishermen In a New¬ 
foundland town several years ago. But

Magistrate In Trouble- 

Proceedings have been begun for the 
removal of Joseph Pool, a Police Mag¬ 
istrate. The main charge against him 
la the high-handed manner In which 
he discharged his duties. There Is no 
reflection on his Integrity, otherwise. 
The Magistrates are the successors of 
tho old Police Judges. Under the old 
system, any layman was eligible to ap¬ 
pointment, and the bench was filled 
with saloonkeepers and corrupt poli¬

As a result, 
they were legislated out of oflV e. and 
Magistrates -appointed in their stead, all 
of whom had to be members of tho 
bar A better class of men are now- 
serving. but som© of them are erratic 
and unnecessarily harsh, all of which 
has amused much unfavorable com¬ 
ment Magistrate Pool has been an 
offender In this respect.

The Great Thirst In Central ^Ccntucky 

When Kansas and Iowa enacted and. In 
a way. enforced prohibitory liquor law*, 
the slater States south of Mason nrd 
Dixon's line took considerable pleasure In 
pointing to the fact as another and h 
striking Illustration of the decadence of 
the true American spirit In the Koith. 

"The Yankee States of Kansas and 
Iowa." remarked our Southern brethren, 
"are becoming so effeminate that their 
only recitation la croquet and and tbclr 
only refreshment root beer" 

Kentucky was particularly sattrlcal In 
those days. Kentucky never tired of 
sneering at Kurum* and Iowa, or cf warn¬ 
ing people who did not rare to be mis¬ 
erable to *hun their borders. Such ray- 
Ings as: "1 am as dry as Kansas." or 
"I fret as th.raty as Iowa," became com¬ 
mon in Kentucky, and when a Kansan or 
an low-wn visited the Bluegrasa State he 
was regarded as a curiosity, and It was 
considered a Joke in I^ouisvdlle and Lex¬ 
ington when the sprinkling wugona back¬ 
ed up against him In the streets or a fire 
company was called out to pay upon 
him. 

But time* have been changing In Ken¬ 
tucky. as well a* In Kansas and Iowa. 
One d»xr® not have to Join a secret or¬ 
ganization. to obtain* a pa a* word, to learn 
h*>vr to signal at the. outer wicket, or to 
cltmb rickety stair* In tho rear of a sboe- 
shon In To|>ekn. Leavenworth. Atch son. 
or Lawrence, or In I>e* Moines. Daven¬ 
port. Council Bluffs or Sinus City now In 
order to secure refreshment; and if onr 
wants to secure refreshment on Sunday 
now In a Central Kentucky b*wm. one 
will have to provide hirmelf with a bottle 
on the previous Saturday. 

Just at present Cuttthil Kentucky Is an 
arid waste on Sundays, nnd the thirst that 
ha* grown up In Lexington can t>* felt 
within a radius uf at least 500 mites 
Even those Kentuckians who keen a con¬ 
stant supply on hand find that the dry¬ 
ness which Itns overnprend the central 
part of the State produces a parched con¬ 
dition of tho throat that neither Kelson 
noi Henderson county «-an relieve. 

In rentral Kentucky, and as fur north 
as the Ohio river, the people «rr so af¬ 
fected by the drought In Lexington that 
they do not fully recover from It until 
Ute In the week. 

In the meantime, everything Is moist 
In Kn >*as and lown. Most of the places 
are wide open every Sunday, and not 
withstanding the movement Inaugurated 
b\ Mrs. r'arrle Nation, th- mlrrurn which 
reflect th* unnam deled prosperity spd 
contentment of the peonle ure at*n«vit 
twice (\s lnrg* as they were a while hack, 
nnd seveml times more costly. 

All of which go** to show that one sec¬ 
tion of the countrv should never crit¬ 
icise another, and that we should hesitate 
to exult over ft drought Ifi one uiiarter 
lest It brenk out where least expected — 
Chicago Inter Ocean.

EARTH WILL BE HABITABLE 

FOR HUNDRED MILLION YEARS 

Noted Geologist Makes Optimistic Prophecy In Lecture 
Before Geographical Society. 


Chicago. May 12.—That thr earth will 
ft* habitable for a hundred million 
years to come Is the belief of Dr 
Thomas C. Chamberlain, head of the 
Department of Geology In the Univers¬ 
ity of Chicago. This view h* expressed 
In a lecture before the members of the 
Geographical Society in the municipal 
museum last night. Prof. Chamberlal i 
declared that ••llmatlc phenomena and 
temperature conditions of the last hun¬ 
dred million years warranted him In of¬ 
fering the foregoing optimistic proph¬ 
ecy. His basis for the theory of per¬ 
petuity for human life vea* his own 
"ploneteaimal hypothesis” that th© 
world la not gradually cooling from a 
ball of fire, but thht it has gradually 


grown In sire by abrorblng other small¬ 
er mass' s of matter. 

"The pseudo-romantlclBta picture the 
world as cooling Into a frigid tn«s». 
which one day In the near future is to 
become uninhabitable." said the speak¬ 
er, "but If we are to consider the past 
we must admit that the temperature 
of the earth has remained always with¬ 
in the range where human life Is pos¬ 
sible. Therefore It Is only reasonable 
to suppose that the temperature In 
some parts of the globe will remain 
within that life range. 

The earthquake is really only a 
trivial phenomenon of the earth. The 
great question for U6 is not what dis¬ 
asters impend, but what agencies arc 
likely to perpetuate Ilf©.*’

Judge Gordon stated yesterday from 
the bench In Joint session that he didn’t 
blame a man for getting angry because 
his gas had been tbrned off suddenly 
and without warning. However. Judge 
Gordon was of the opinion that he did 
not believe a consumer who found him¬ 
self In this predicament was entitled 
to punitive damages In the contempla¬ 
tion of the statute. 

This ruling was made in the case of 
Lawrence Hawkins, who recently re¬ 
covered $50 from the Louisville Gas 
Company because his gas had been cut 
off by mistake and he and his family 
were forced to eat their meals at a 
restaurant by their gas stove bel .g 
placed out of commission. In Judge 
Gordon’s view he did not believe the 
plaintiff could recover anything more 
than the price of the meals. 

Injured In Auto Accident. 

Irving Richardson, who was Injured 
In the collision of an automobile and 
two at reel cars, and had failed to re¬ 
cover damages, was granted a new trial 
by Judge Field yesterday because of an 
error In instructions. The plaintiff was 
with Dr. J. VV. Irwin when his auto¬ 
mobile collided with two cars on April 
2, 1M6. For a time It was believed that 
Dr Irwin had been killed. His suit 
against the Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany Is still pending. Richardson had 
sued for $3,C00. 

New Trial Denied Mrs. O’Conner. 

Mrs. Elizabeth O’Conner, who sued 
the Louisville Railway Company for 
$3,005 damages because of Injuries she 
received while getting off a car at 
Eighteenth street and Broadway, and 
who failed to recover, was refused a 
new trial by Judge O’Doherty yester¬ 
day. While dismounting from the step 
she alleges that she was tripped by the 
conductor putting his foot on her dress.

In hanking and financial 
circles he was regarded with great re¬ 
spect nnd did much to benefit the city 
In his long nr.d tn*eful carter. 

He retired from active pursuits and 
spoilt the latter years of his life at hi i 
country home known us " Wood bourne” 
on the Bardstown turnpik \ th ?n a con¬ 
siderable distance in the country, hut 
now near the city limits, so rapidly has 
Louifwllle extended Its territory In the 
Highlands.

CHARITY INSTITUTIONS. 


PERSONAL APPEALS AND USE OF 
PRESS SUGGESTED. 


WALTER UFFORD’S ADDRESS. 


Philadelphia, Pa.. May 12.—Among 
the topic* discussed to-day ut the sec¬ 
tion meeting of the thirty-third na¬ 
tional conference of charities and cor¬ 
rection* were charitable finance, cure of 
the sick and child labor. In a paper on 
the first topic Walter 8. Ufford, genera! 
secretary of the Federated Charities, 
Baltimore, proposed three plan® for 
raising money to meet the outlay of 
private ©oekdles and Institution®. 

First, annual reports. 

Second, personal appeals through col¬ 
lector®. 

Third, use of the pres.*. 

In simplifying these methods. Mr. l.’f- 
f»rd said: 

“Among the various forms of printed 
appeals should be counted the sock tic*’ 
or Institutions’ annual report, sent to 
nil supporters of the charity; also an¬ 
nual reminders In the form of letter® or 
printed Invitations asking a renewal of 
financial support given In previous 


years; short stories Illustrating th© kind 
and value «*f the work performed. 

“If •collectors are employed they 
should work upon salary, not up<*n com¬ 
mission, and. as a rule, should be mem¬ 
bers of the regular staff, thoroughly 
cognisant with the work and able to 
make a clear presentation of It® merit®. 

“The third method, available In cer¬ 
tain localities, thanks to the courtesy 
of the pres®. 1® the gratultoue use of the 
columns of the newspaper®. In this 
way the public may be kept Informed of 
the work In hand and Its financial re¬ 
quirements. The value of paid adver¬ 
tisements In charity work I* a subject 
w hich should be discussed by thl® ses¬ 
sion. 

”lt 1® worth our while to consider 
whether, after all. we have not out¬ 
grown the method of separate appeal 
In finnnclng our charitable work; 
whether we cannot learn a ksson from 
the experience of the Federated Jewlfh 
fTmrltles of Cincinnati, Philadelphia. 
Chicago Boston, 8t. Louis and other 
cities, and devise a method of co-operu- 
atlve appeal By that means a sys¬ 
tematic canvaas of the entire business 
and social community may be conduct¬ 
ed. thus scouring contribution® with 
something of the certainty and regu¬ 
larity with which a city obtains it® 
public revenues. Under thl* plan of 
pooling charitable financial Interest® It 
has been demonstrated that the work 
of money tnlslng can b<* made thor¬ 
oughly educational, with the result thu* 
more Interest Is aroused and conse¬ 
quently more money obtained and Indi¬ 
vidual charities more generously sup¬ 
ported than by the method of Individ¬ 
ual appeal.” 

The care of the sick was discussed by 
Dr. Mathias Nicofl, Jr. New York; Mts* 
Charlotte Aiken, superintendent of Co¬ 
lumbia Hospital. Pittsburg, and Mlw 
Annie Darner, of the Bellevue and All¬ 
ion Hotpltak, New York. 

A general discussion of the child- 
labor question wus participated In by 
a number of factory Inspectors and 
practical worker*.

Wherever the opportunity presents it¬ 
self write something entirely Irrelevant 
—something that bos nothing to do 
with anything particular. The less you 
■ay about foreign countries the better 
you will please your readers, and If 
you can arrange to write a series of 
letters In which no reference Is made 
to either Europe or Africa who knows 
but what you win score a hit?” 

With no desire to boast of my ac¬ 
complishments, I feci that up to date 
I followed Instructions rather closely 
If any dates, statistics or useful In¬ 
formation have crept Into these com¬ 
munications It Is through oversight and 
not by Intention. 

In writing from Paris the natural 
Impulse Is to describe Napoleon’s tomb 
and tell how the Champs Klysees runs 
right out to the Arc d© Triumph© and 
then cuts through th© Bols de Bou¬ 
logne. Fearing that this subject mat¬ 
ter has been touched upon by other 
visitors, I shall disregard Paris and go 
straight to my task of reforming the 
Consular service.

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Ills friends at Washington simply 
overturned the State Department !n 
their eagerness to give him what he 
wanted. They discovered that there 
was somewhere on the map a dty call¬ 
ed Gaillvancta.

“Old Man” Willoughby and "Ala" Wil¬ 
loughby. of Michigan Of the outward 
form and artificialities of a European¬ 
ized aristocratic society they were pro¬ 
foundly Ignorant. Mr Willoughby did 
not even own a "dress suit.” When he 
got a clean shave and put on a string 
tie and backed into a "Prlnco Albert” 
coat he felt that he had made.a very 
large concession to the mere fripperies 
of life. And “Mr” had her own ideas 
about low-necked gowns. 

Can you see Mr. and Mrs. Willoughby 
in Galllvancla'* Can. you understand 
what must have been the attitude of 
these gold-braid pew’ees toward an old- 
fashioned apple-pie couple from the tall 
timber? 

Mind you. I am not poking fun at 
the Willoughby*. In the opinion of 
every real American a mAn of th© Wil¬ 
loughby type is worth a ten-acre lot 
full of these two-by-four titles. The 
Wllloughbys were good people—the

To begin with, usually the American 
Consul Is all right In his place, but his 
place is at home. Overpaid possibly but 
he does his best to earn hi© WO per an¬ 
num. If he kept all the money that he 
handled In the course of a year he 
couldn't be a really successful (frafter. 
He finds himself plumped down In h 
strange country. About the time that 
he begins to learn the language and 
has saved up enough money to buy eve¬ 
ning clothes he Is recalled and goes 
back home with a “dress suit” on his 
hands. Take the case of Mr. Eben 
Willoughby, of Michigan. It is a simple 
narrative, but It will give you a line on 
the shortcomings of our consular serv¬ 
ice. and It w ill carry Its own moral. 
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blew off. For days after the officlaJ 
act. the men at the little club and the 
women pouring tea at each other, talk¬ 
ed of nothing else. Many would not be¬ 
lieve when they first heard it. but there 
w.ere witnesses—reliable witnesses— 
w'ho saw the whole thing, and were 
railed upon time and again to testify 
regarding the most extraordinary per¬ 
formance of the United States Consul. 
Other Consuls may coine and go, and 
the years spin their weary lengths and 
the obliterating drift of time may hide 
some of the lesser events In the history 
of Galllvancla. but until time shall be 
no more the residents of that city will 
tell the story of “Old Man” Wil¬ 
loughby, of Michigan. 

What do you suppose he did? No 
effort of Uie Imagination can carry you 
within hailing distance of the horrible 
truth. ‘SO .let the suspense be ended. 
Mr. Willoughby, with his own hands, 
helped to move the furniture from the 
old consulate up to his new residence. 
He put the table on top of his head 
and balanced It carefully, and carried 
It through the open streets of Galll- 
vancia! An official, a representative 
of a great Power, performing cheap 
manual labor! * 

Words are altogether Inadequate to 
describe th© degree of obltquy which 
Mr. Willoughby earned for hlinself by 
this unheard of exhibition. In Gaill¬ 
vancta it was not considered quite the 
thing to indulge In mental effort, and 
for any one except a menial of the 
lowest social order to perform physical 
labor was almost Inconceivable. Th© 
new consul was set down as either a 
harmless Imbecile or an altogether new 
specimen of barbarian. In either case 
he was not a fit associate for well- 
bred gentlemen, and Galllvancla pro¬ 
ceeded to Ignore him and "Mo.’’ That 
Is, they pretended to Ignore them, but 
as a matter of fact they watched them 
at a distance and heard dally reports 
of their familiarities with servants, 
their fondness for outlandish American 
cookery and other eccentricities. It 
was all vastly diverting to the tiny 
aristocrats of Galllvancla, but it was 
pretty hard on Mr. and Mrs. Willough¬ 
by—homesick, hungry for spring chick¬ 
en and garden truck, and yet ashamed 
to pick up and go home so soon after 
all those elaborate good-byes.

Even 
the Governor of St. Petersburg, he says, 
iltir© not lav a finger on him. and ns 
for the Chief of Police, he pour* scorn 
nn that powerful official. He scout* 
let ’i i• he is being w t• ch» <1 ami 
all-in-all Is quite humorous at Any ex¬ 
pense. saying that my state of mind 
Is more titling for a schoolgirl than for 
a stalwart man over six feet In height. 
One consolation is that Jack now* ha* 
become as keen for America as I nm 
I expect that the Interview arranged 
for me to-morrow with a great Gov¬ 
ernment official will settle my own 
business finally one way or another. A 
while ago 1 was confident of success, 
but the repeated delays have made me 
less optimistic now\ although the gen¬ 
tle courtesy of those in high place* 
remains undlmlnlshed. 

“Dear Mias Amhurst. I eannot afford 
to fall lower in your estimation thoji 
perhaps I deserve, so t must say th«t 
this fear which haa overcome me is ail 
on account of my friend, and not on my 
own Ndialf at all.

The worst they could 
do would be to order me out of the 
country, hut even that Is unthinkable 
If any one attempted to Interfi-re w ith 
me, I have only to act the hero of the 
penny novelette, draw myself up to my 
full height, which, as you know. Is not 
that of a pigmy, fold my arms across 
my manly chest, cry. *Ha, ha!* and sing 
•Rule Britannia.* whereupon the vll- 
llans would wilt ojul withdraw. Rut 
Jack has no such security. He 1© a 
Russian subject, and. prince or com¬ 
moner. th© authorities heie could do 
what they liked with him. I always 
think of things when It Is too late to 
act I w ish I had urged Jack ashor© 
at Bar Harbor, and Induced him to take 
the oath of alleglanc© to the United 
States.

"But, however we may judge the 
American woman or her English cous¬ 
in, cannot get away from the fact 
that both of them have very superior 
Intellects; only differing In their indi¬ 
vidual point of view*. Judging the 
American society woman from my per¬ 
sonal contact with her, from a resi¬ 
dence of some years In that oountry. 
I would say that the Amedcan woman 
of to-day resembles .the Unman ma¬ 
trons of old. who cared only for them¬ 
selves, and nothing for their husbands 
or their country. The American wom¬ 
an does not care for children* or the 
family; she wishes to avoid the duties 
of the mother; and men are to her, as 
1 have said again and again, nothing 


but a means to an end—and that end 
her own aggrandizement With all her 
ambition, however, the American wom¬ 
an Is not a superior woman by any 
means as compared to women of other 
countries. All Amedcan women have 
dreams of being wealthy, and no mat¬ 
ter how poor they are. should their 
husband "strike luck" they Immediate¬ 
ly begin to put on side and make a 
great show. This Is not the case with 
women of other nationalities The 
English and French women are more 
domestic. They love their homes, their 
hustfonds. their chlldreh. They do not 
have dreams of ambition such as the 
American women Indulge In; and If 
the French or English women's hus- 
bands suddenly become Immensely 
wealthy, it does not effect a radical, 
overwhelming change In the women 
themselves. But all American woman, 
no matter how poor they are, are po¬ 
tentially the qame. Give them the 
chance to be rlbh. and they cannot re¬ 
sist showing their true colors. 

"Whero the American woman shows 
her superiority over women of other 
nationalities—particularly the English 
—Is her splendid personal physique. It 
Is an Immense asset, and wins for her 
many conquests. The American wom¬ 
an commands more respect; and defer¬ 
ence and respect are to her what ozone 
Is to the breathing apparatus With 
these Immense assets to her credit, the 
American woman spoils everything by 
her overweening love of sensation ami 
personal ambition. 


A Women In America have mors brain 
power than men. and It Is from the 
American women that I look some day 
for the great American poet." 

Dr. Reich was asked to explain how 
he came to make the really original 
discovery that society women had 
more brains than men; or any brains 
at all for that matter. 

"Well, he replied, laughing. "I made 
It a point to study women, especially 
with a view* to ascertaining wherein 
this Intellectuality—^-this mental supe¬ 
riority consisted. Women are to me— 
and I say it with respect and defer¬ 
ence and would not wish to be misun¬ 
derstood—women axe to me what in¬ 
sects are to the entomologist. One In¬ 
sect may have a certain stripe on Its 
wing-case which another does not pos¬ 
sess. The entomologist examines thAt 
■ tripe, measures Its length, and classi¬ 
fies Us owner—without passion, or bias, 
or prejudice, or emotion. 

"For myself, I study the woman from 
her Intellectual side. My Investigation 
Is purely objective—unprejudiced; I 
care nothing for nationality, caste or 
color. 

"Pursuing my studies on these sci¬ 
entific lines—what do I find? You say 
It Is marvelous to discover that socie¬ 
ty women have any brains at ail. Per¬ 
haps. But it Is to me still more mar¬ 
velous how* people have gone on from 
generation to generation giving all the 
credit to men. and—with exception of 
the American tnen—making the "weak¬ 
er sex” take an Inferior place. 

"Especially Is It true In England thAt 
women have always been supposed to 
be entirely on a lower plane than men. 
The average Englishman looks upon 
women as his inferior, and he regards 
her with pliy and condescension. He 
looks at her as a beautiful Imbecile— 
notihlng more nor less. 

"As a matter of fact." continued Dr. 
Reich, speaking with his characteris¬ 
tic torrential flow of words, "I have 
discovered that women in England— 
and society women at that—not only 
have as much Intellectual force as men. 
what you might call mere brain power 
—but they have several characteristics 
which make them Immeasurably supe¬ 
rior to men In every respect. For In¬ 
stance. men are wonderfully formal¬ 
istic, and authority-ridden. Men be¬ 
lieve In nothing but precedent, they are 
averse to novelty, over conservative. 


and especially specialise. In every 
line of thought a man builds up for 
himself one standard, to which every¬ 
thing else must conform. In biology, 
he looks to und swears by Darwin; In 
English history. It Is Stubbs and Free¬ 
man; In philosophy. Green and Her¬ 
bert Spencer; and It takes a man 
twenty-five years to recognize. In any 
one of these lines, the advent of a new 
force. 

"Now with women—and I speak of 
the Intelligent society women—they 
display far more Intellectual nimble¬ 
ness—more flair—judgment. Intuition. 
Initiative—are far less prejudiced, and 
far quicker to recognize merit as soon 
as It present** Itself. Women have far 
more esprit than men. And this last 
quality Is one of the reasons why the 
men hate them.'* 

"Could you give some Instances of 
women’s actual superiority, doctor?'* I 
asked, hurriedly, slipping the query In 
edgeways. 

"Well, take Uterary style." be replied, 
quickly, "women In England write far 
better prose than men. Mrs. Brown¬ 
ing's Portuguese Bonneta have newt 
been equaled by anything written bs 
man. In prose, the Englishman w'riter 
heavy, cumbersome, unequal stuff; 
whereas. If you take the trouble re 
look into any woman's paper of thr 
day, you will find really excellent writ- 
lng, fax better than anything s mat 
could do." 

"How do you account for this par¬ 
ticular fact?" I asked. 

"Because, ns a rule. In England.'* re¬ 
plied the doctor, "women are far better 
linguists than men. They are good 
French scholars; while numbers of 
them have a command of Italian and 
German. Women In England are not 
only better educated than the men, but 
they have more leisure—not going intc 
business, and forgetting h.11 their 
schooling, as men do—they have more 
opportunity to Improve themselves." 

"What Inference Is to be drawn from 
this female superiority—where will It 
lead?'* I asked. 

“If women continue to advance with 
the saxne rate of progress they ore now 
exhibiting.'* replied Dr. Reich, "their 
position In a few years will be Im¬ 
mensely superior to what It has ever 
been In the past. In England It will 
not be many years before men will find 



they have to take the supposedly 
'weaker sex' very seriously. Otherwl^\ 
the men may find themselves some day 
entirely outclassed and Incapable of 
holding their own besides their women 
companions. 

"I predict for society women a gr^at 
future—If they will only use the brains 
they undoubtedly possess. They should 
make up their minds to study more 
genuine philosophy, ond leave off seek 
lng to be thrilled by every new 'Ism* 
that comes along. Society women all 
over the world are always on the look¬ 
out for a new shiver, and yet they seem 
to recognize that the** novelties hrve 
nothing lasting in them—nothing worth 
while." 

"What do you think they should do?" 
I asked, "In order Co retain the supe¬ 
riority they now possess over men?" 

"They should interest themselves 
more in reaJ philosophy-society wo¬ 
men need genuine philosophy. I would 
recommend that they should read and 
study Plato, the Banquet first, then the 
Republic; the dialogues. Thcactetus. 
rhllebus and the rest. They should also 
study 8chnpenhuuer. They need not 
trouble about his peffslmlsm, but they 
should learn all he has to say on psy¬ 
chology, his theory of art, his critl- 
:1am of life. A very good book for so- 
riety women lo read would he FerrWs 
Lectures on the History of Philosophy." 

"Do you consider the American wo¬ 
man capable of achieving anything 
aJ<»ng philosophic lines?" I asked. 

"Yes. indeed." replied the doctor, "the 
American woman could do a great deal 
If she would only rid herself of her 
tremendous febrllliy--her desire for 
sensationalism If her greatest obstacle 
to success. If the American woman 
would tone this down there is no reason 
why a gicut future would not open out 
for her also. She hua Immense ad¬ 
vantages in physical beauty, which 
gives her a decided superiority over 
English women. The American woman 
has such splendid health, sud such a 
fine physique, that if she were mentally 
cultivated, she would be a very splen¬ 
did i>i>e of woman. American women 
should be better linguists than they are. 


It Is very seldom that you find an 
American woman who knows any other 
language but her own." 

The personal history of Dr. Reich If 
even more Interesting than his views on 
life and society. Commanding to-day 
audiences made up of persona of title 
and the highest ranks of English Intel¬ 
lectuals, there was a time—and thru 
not many years ago-when ne whs 
alone and almo»! destitute In the 
world. He arrived in London from 
Paris after hl§ marriage with only a 
few shillings in his pocket, and not a 
letter or a line of Introduction to any¬ 
one. 

It was Just at that time that Eng¬ 
land and America were having a dis¬ 
pute over the Venezuelan affulr, and, 
as Dr. Reich us a go*»d Spun sh 
scholar. It occurred to him to prepare 
an article on the Venezuelan qoeaion 
from original Spanish document* a* 
the Prltish Museum. He sent his r- 
tide to the London Times, and to his 
surprise, it was published over his 
atgwture. occupying more than a 
whole page In that august publlcat on. 
On the same date, the Timu* pu.»- 
Ifshed a l*'«dlt»g editorial commen*ng 
on Dr. Belch’s able article. 

This pie c <f clever literary work at- 
tracted the attention of the Hritl-h 
(’oboital < »flfice, and h* was sent for 
and insulted as to mhny Important 
matte*** In connection with th* tr u n«m- 
tion of various documents :tnd the law 
and history of the case, being paid 
handsomely for his labors.

S PECULATION in wheat Isn't 
nearly so common a way for 
amateur speculators to risk 
every thins nowadays that they 
may "get rick quick" as formerly, the 
Stock and Colton exchange* being 
more popular with the lambs for sev¬ 
eral years than the wheat pit. 

But speculation In u heat is still go¬ 
ing on among the professionals, and 
plans are now under way to bring back 
the public Interest therein to its old 
level. If these plans work, the wheat 
market will be as lively as ever with¬ 
in a few months. 

Insiders laugh when you ask If the 
extension of the world’s wheat belt arid 
the consequent inability of America to 
control the world’s mnrket9 are the 
main reasons why so little Is heard 
about the uh*at pit nowadays, and 
say the chief reason there has been so 
little wheat gambling, comparatively, 
within the last few years Is that the 
com ml*?'ion dealers haven't been get¬ 
ting as much out of it recently as for¬ 
merly. 

"This main reason.'' said an auth »r- 
Ity In wheat a day or two ago, "Isn’t 
often mentioned to outsiders. It Is the 
little matter of compensation to the 
commission men. For some years'll 
has been more profitable for them to 
steer their customers Into stocks or 
coffee or cotton than Into grain. It is 
now proposed to bring back the old 
conditions. Don’t look for startling de¬ 
velopments too soon, though. 

"Grain brokers like raising prices be¬ 
cause they mean & lively market ami 
plenty of business, but the pay they 
get for their work is Just as much 
for each bushel dealt In when prices 
are going down as when going up. 

• • • 

In the Palmy Days. 


"In the palmy day* of wheat specu¬ 
lation the commission man received a 
quarter of a cent for every bush I he 
bought or sold. No one dreamed of 
cutting the rate For placing European 
orders he got half n cent a bushel— 
sometimes n cent. Such orders were 
then often enormous, the home public 
was gambling freely In wheat, and it Is 
no wonder that the commission houses 
grew rich rapidly. 

"But when the business became over¬ 
crowded—as It w'ould Just after the col¬ 
lapse of a big deal like I-efter’s, for In¬ 
stance, for the shock would scare piuc- 


yr D 0 

tlcadly all the amateur speculators out 
of the market—the brokers would fool¬ 
ishly cut rates. It was amazing. From 
a quarter of a cent a bushel on domes¬ 
tic orders and from half a cent and a 
cent on foreign orders, the rate of com¬ 
mission sank gradually under pressure 
till It got down to one-alxteenth for 
orders of both kinds. 

"It Is easy to figure out the cut In 
the compensation coming to the com¬ 
mission dealers. Frcyn 925 on a 10.000- 
bushel transaction, 2250 on a 100.000- 
bushei deal and 22,600 on a deal of 
1 .000.000 bushels, the commission sank 
to 26.26, 262.50, 2605. There could be only 
one result. There waa no longer money 
enough In the business to suit, so the 
big commission houses eased up In pro¬ 
moting grain speculation. Also, they 
bought seats on the Stock and Cotton 
and Coffee Exchanges. When their 
wheat customers—outsiders, amateurs 
with money they wished to double 
without working for the profit—offered 
their cash for speculation In wheat the 
commission men would ask: 

" ’Are you particular about dealing In 
wheat? You pin get quicker returns 
on stocks or cotton or coffee. There 
Isn’t any such activity in wheat ae 
there used to be. and of course you 
can’t make money on a stagnant 
market.* 

"Naturally, the amateur speculators 
would pay attention to this sort of 
talk, and that U the real reason for the 
failing oft In wheat speculation. 

"Bat the commission houses them¬ 
selves have never got out of wheat. 
They continue to hold their places on 
the Chicago Board of Trade and the 
New York Produce Exchange in order 
to do their regular business for the 
legitimate merchandisers In wheat. And 
these old-time commission houses will 
be as ready as ever, by and by, to 
steer th*lr amateur customers Into the 
wheat pit again. Their plan for mak¬ 
ing things right for speculative wheat 
dealing Is the extremely simple one of 
putting the commission rate back to u 
quarter of a cent. 

"It would have been put back years 
ago hud it not been for the fear every 
-orrmission man on every exchange In 
the country had that It couldn't be held 
there, and that any attempt to hold It 
would be followed by a regular cut¬ 
throat war for business, precipitated 
by the weaker houses, that must have 
the business or die.

long been retting wheat alone began 
to shake themselves together, with the 
avowed purpose of seeing that some¬ 
body should get busy in grain specu¬ 
lation as soon as possible, and now* the 
professional market statisticians are 
thanking their lucky stars for the re- 
newest Interest In wheat which gives 
profitable employment to them." 

The elimination of the mass of ama¬ 
teur wheat speculators, caus'd by the 
cut-throat rates for commission deal¬ 
ers. steadied the market Immensely 
and made It more satisfactory for legit¬ 
imate wheat merchandisers. It bene¬ 
fited the consumers, the great bread- 
eating public, too. 

Theoretically every fluctuation In 
wheat must affect the price of the loaf 
In fact, however, minor fluctuation* 
touch the public very little, though ab¬ 
normal and sustained rises In price, 
such as sometimes com© when there la 
much gambling In wheat, are felt 
markedly by the public, especially that 
part of It whose Income la Just about 
big enough to meet expenses 

It Is the baker, not the consumer, 
who suffer from a moderate rise In 
wheat. One cent on a bushel of wheat 
means five cents on a barrel of flour, 
ten cents on a bushel, fifty cents. Or¬ 
dinarily fluctuations do not Justify any 
rise In the price of the |n-»f or any 
cutting of It dow*n. A rise simply 
means less profits and a drop more 
vroflts for the baker, unless the change 
la a big one. The consumer Invariably 
suffers from a big rise; though he 
doesn't often know It. The baker must 
take care of himself or be crushed be¬ 
tween the wheat gambler's speculation 
and the consumer’s need, and he haa 
more ways of protecting hla business 
than raising the prlc** of the loaf He 
may reduce the weight enough on each 
loaf to save himself, and nobody be the 
wiser. He may use n cheaper grade of 
flour. He may add deleterious or use¬ 
less substances in mixing his bread. It 
Isn’t until the price of wheat haa boon 
put away above the normal that he haa 
to raise the price of the loaf suffi¬ 
ciently. as he did in 1896. to make the 
consumer sit up and take notice.

Most of the time, ever since Joseph 
Letter's great operation#, the Armours 
have been the controlling Influence In 
wheat, putting the market up and 
dow r n from time to time, and taking 
more or less steady tribute from deal¬ 
ers less powerful or less skillful than 
themselves. But the general public 
has kept out. as a rule though there 
was something of an Influx of ama¬ 
teurs Into the market In 19 2. when the 
Armour Interests got the price of Sep¬ 
tember wheat up to 95 cents. 

There was another Influx of outsiders 
lost year when John W Gates wras 
boosting the market, but It didn't last 
long, and at Its best wasn’t to cunran* 
with what the commission man are 
now hoping for 

It Is not the policy of the Armour In¬ 
terests to maks the grain market act¬ 
ive enough to get the general public so 
wrought up as to create thousands of 
amateur gmln speculators. No one 
knows so well as the Armours that, 
once the general public gets Info the 
market, it may become unomit ro!table 
any day, when the lu*s or wtnlnng of 
millions Is likely to be merely a mat¬ 
ter of accident. 

In their recent wheat operations, 
then, the Armour Interests have not 
made a vast amount of money out of 
the amateurs.

The trouble with all attempt* at cor* 
nering wheat, corn or any other prod¬ 
uct of the soil Is that "the crops la 
mighty Inconvenient." If you start out 
to corner railroad or any other stock 
you can figure out your task before 
you begin, but you never can tell how 
much wheat or com or lard or pork 
will be offered, and, to get the price 
up you may have to accumulate auch 
an enormous line of the product that 
you are operating In that when the 
break comes It’s hard work to dispose 
of It at a profit 

James R. Keene found this out twen¬ 
ty years before Lelter had occasion to 
learn it. Keene had made a fortune on 
the const handling mining stocks and 
he hankered for a taste of WaJl street 
speculation. After making a few mil¬ 
lions In the street he turned to laird 
and made money In it. Then he went 
Into wheat, accumulated a vast line 
w*hlch he could not sell without brook¬ 
ing th*» price. Then Jay Gould used 
his Western Union Telegraph lines 
freely to produce a general slump, and 
nearly all «»f Keene's fortune promptly 
disappeared. Keene Is still very much 
on earth, but U*- haa never taken a 
second hand In /he w heat game. 

Phil Armour himself went Into the 
cornering business In 18*2, but mainly 
to help his old business partner and 
associate, John Planklntm, the great 
Milwaukee pork packer. Armour and 
Plonkinton won, but couldn’t hare 
done so save for Armour's vast re¬ 
sources. which enabled him to put the 
price to 21.30 before allowing It to sa*. 
After the break which followed they 
saved themselve* by tactic* much like 
those adopted by John W. Gate* last 
year. 

Much litigation followed; it lasted 
years, and the result was the adoption 
of the rules regarding "short" selling 
that Are now observed on every grain 
exchange In the country. The McGeoch 
corner followed In 188 . 1 ; It spelled ruin 
for many besides McGeoch. nnd led to 
ten yen rn of I iwault. McGeooh be¬ 
long.! to the Arm of McGeoch, Ever- 
lpgh*'i?i A Go., and the firm wa* Joc¬ 
ularly *q* ken of as My Gosh, Every¬ 
thing A Co. 

There were no further notable at¬ 
tempts at comer working until 1887, 
when A. E. H*trp«r. president of the 
Fidelity Bank, of Cincinnati, tried hit 
hnnd He lout all he had: his hank 
failed, and there were more resultant 
Chicago Board of Trade failures than 
have followed any other corner. Har- 
l*er w oe accused of using the fund*’ of 
Ms bank illegally, tried, convicted, and 
sent to the penitentiary, from which he 
waa pardoned only a year or tw’O be¬ 
fore young l#elter begun hi* big wheat 
deal. Harper died not long ago.

The oddest wheat cornerer who ever 
lived was H. P. Hutchinson, who In 1888 
engineered successfully the famous 
wheat corner that put the price up to 
22 and netted lilm some millions. "Old 
Hutch," as ho was called, lasted about 
twenty years, but Anally went to 
smash, and all through his later life 
was supported by his *r»n, and died 
poor. 

"Old Hutch" appears to have depend¬ 
ed almost altogether upon effhnee and 
nerve In hla famous campaigns. It la 
often told In Chicago that It. was a fa¬ 
vorite scheme of his to pass his card 
around a lot of brokers asking each to 
write thereon how he wished to bet on 
the market’s course—either way—and 
agreeing to lake the other side. 

In some of these deals he was found 
to he betting on both sldej at the earn# 
moment, but. as the Chicago old-timers 
t»l! It he would come out ahead, almost 
Invartably. through sheer luck, on ev- 
orv one of the>©* queer ventures. "Old 
Hutch" was as Illiterate a* he was 
lucky, and ns uncouth as they make 
>m. but many who remember him fay 
that he was by no means without his 
good points. 

The longest * wheat corner on record 
carried on by two of the famous 
bonanza kings. Mackey and Flood. Be¬ 
ginning In April, 189'), It lasted until 
October, 1892. High mark In that Cor¬ 
ner wa* 21 . 08 > 4 ; low mark 69»4 ©en?s. 
Nine million bushels were Involved, end 
Mack&y And Flood lost 22.000.000 In the ^ 
deal.

T? ts commonly remarked that the 

employer of boiler makers who would 
make any headway with his contracts 
must ha\e two sols of workmen, one 
to be on duty while the other gets 
drunk. The fort that the Russian Is 
so frequently incapacitated by drink 
is not so much due to heavy consump¬ 
tion, as to his inability to stand even 
moderate Indulgence. Tho common 
ihdnk is vodka, a white liquor much 
weaker than whiskey. Though the av¬ 
erage American could drink ten or 
twelve glasses of It, the Russian Is so 
poorly fed that even a Uttlc of It makes 

him drunk. 

Tho manner In which the Russian 
firemen conduct themselves when there 
Is a conflagration la a good sample 
of the Incapacity which Is general 
throughout the country. Their equip¬ 
ment Is little better than that of a 
bucket brigade, and they wear heavy 
metal caps whldh are sure to Ixicorns 
heated If tho wearers get near the tire. 
They seldom get near the flames, how¬ 
ever, but endeavor to prevent their 
spread by polling away timbers. They 
put ln most of their time standing 
around smoking cigarettes, while tho 
small boys of the neighborhood do the 
work. 

One of tho best proofs of the debased 
condition of labor ln Russia Is afford¬ 
ed by tho swarms of hungry hark 
drivers In all tho cities. In St. Peters¬ 
burg alone there are over 12.000 public 
hacks which are used during the sum¬ 
mer months, while during tho winter 
over 20,000 sledges are at the disposal 
of the public. The drivers of these are 
farmers who have to supplement their 
labor in the country by working a por¬ 
tion of each year In the city. It seems 
a pity that the honorable and Independ-

ent calling of the agriculturist should 
be so depressed that Its members can¬ 
not make a livelihood from It. and are 
forced to leave their homes for a por¬ 
tion of each year to do the work of 
metropolitan menials, yet this Is the 
case in Russia.

Lodging and Coffee. 


There are several companies which 
employ these men, and the general 
rule Is that each driver must turn In 
a dollar and a half every night. All hs 
takes ln over that amount he may 
keep for himself. Any day that he 
falls to turn In the stipulated sum the 
shortage Is entered ng.dnst him, to be 
made up on succeeding days. The 
drivers are given a place to sleep, and 
are provided with coffee In the morn¬ 
ing. but, Hside from* this, they have 
to buy all their food. Those who 
manage to earn ten dollars a month 
consider themselves In good luck. 

Although St. Petersburg has next 
to no street car service, there being 
notiling but a horse car line on the 
principal thoroughfare, opposition to 
the hock drivers is afforded by the 
ice railways. There are three of these 
lines that operate across and up and 
down the river. Their concession Is 
only for the winter.' After six months 
of operation the cars are retired for 
the remainder of the year. The fare 
across the river on the Ice railway Is 
only one cent, while the men who op¬ 
erate the sledges charge two and a 
half cents for each passenger. 

The Russian peasant's marvelous 
power of bearing extremes of heat 
and cold contributes to his ability as 
a coachman. When one of them takes 
his master or mistress out for the

evening, he never thinks of seeking 
shelter and returning for them at the 
appointed time, but sits patiently on 
his box hour after hour. Though the 
cold may be Intense he is muffed In 
numerous layers of Apparel until he 
resembles the fat man In a side show. 
Because he can snooxe so tranquilly 
when exposed to zero weather, he has 
been called a first cousin of the polar 
bear.

The Village Industries. 


There ere 8.000,000 people employed 
In what Is known as Che village in¬ 
dustries of Russia. This branch of la¬ 
bor was established partly on account 
of the long winters necessitating some 
occupation aside from outdoor work 
for the people of the farm communi¬ 
ties. and beoau.se It was contrary to 
their desire to leave home during the 
dull season. During the primitive 
period of this economic development 
the head of each household would In¬ 
vest his surplus cash In a stock of raw 
material, which would be worked up 
by member* of the family and dis¬ 
posed of at a small profit to the ba¬ 
zars. The Idea developed until the 
people of a whole village or district 
become specialists ln the manufacture 
of some particular article. In the 
province of Vladimir the Inhabitants 
of a number of villages live by plant¬ 
ing lkoeia. In another locality the res¬ 
idents of nineteen villages are exclu¬ 
sively employed In the manufacture 
of axes. Eighty villages turn out cut¬ 
lery. snd fully 200 communities nrs 
engaged In making nails. The range 
of the products produced in this way 
also Includes household utensils, ar¬ 
ticles of pottery, leather goods, mat-

ting. toys, snd needlework- 
In one of th‘'*e village* ah old woman 
will be the superintendent of a com¬ 
pany of little girls, who are put to thi 
task of spinning flax In a primitive 
way. She manages the Utile Lbor*rs 
by neolUug folk stories and read ng 
strange tales from old books. In a 
nearby house sojne old man whoso In¬ 
firmities w ill not permit of His do rig 
rhyalcal labor ,w|ll have charge of a 
<Tui*d of boys engaged In milking wick¬ 
er work. At Interval* during ‘each day 
tbo little people are given m recess tho 
same as if they wtro in school. Jf 
the weather Is ‘too bad for them to 
rotnp opt of doors, they are allowed to 
sing and talk, especially if the charac¬ 
ter.of the work they are doing does n>t 
requjra dose attention.

Increase of Poverty. . 


The conoenjjatlon of capital ha* 
greatly damaged the village industry 
In Russia, like it has crushed the small 
operator everywhere. The managers 
of th* co-ope relive enterpriser found 
that they wore forced to take leas anl 
less for their toll until they became so 
poor that they could hardly resdlxo 
the bare necessities of hfe. Every mem¬ 
ber of the household from grandchild 
to grandmother has to be doing 'some¬ 
thing to contribute to the family In¬ 
come. Thus wo And the strong mem¬ 
bers of the family ln a factory, or at 
work In tho city, while the old and 
young attend' to the farm. As soon as 
a boy gets to be sixteen or seventeen 
years of age he Is forced to marry soma 
strong girl so that there will be an¬ 
other helper In the house. These mar¬ 
riages are often made without any pre¬ 
tense of affection, and rosufl In Im-

mediate separation, the «n’y advantage 
of the union being that th*- girl’s labor 
goes to tho house hold to which she has 
been joined. 

The art uf cotton spinning and cotton 
weaving Is «n old Institution in Russia. 
For g- iterations It did not advance be¬ 
yond the cottage industry stage. the 
yarn being distributed among the peas¬ 
ants to be worked up ln their homes, 
but luter it became modernized. In 
the time of Catherine there were 120 
cloth factories opcrullng on a small 
scale. Ten of these were located in 
Moscow. 

In discussing the Industrial condi¬ 
tions of that period, a writer says: 

"One secs women of all ng* * from 
fourteen to sixty. All are attired In 
rags, and even the young girls have 
wornout and prematurely wrinkled 
face*. They have had no childhood 
nor any youth. They bend over their 
stands eighteen hours out of every 
twenty-four, uml receive for their la¬ 
bor only $17.50 a year.** 

At tbe present time 83 per cent of 
the workers in the textile trade are 
women. The scale % of wages how Is 
larger than when the above was writ¬ 
ten. but they “till get barely enough to 
keep life In their bodies. It Is not sur¬ 
prising that people who are Impover¬ 
ished to such an extent ns this should 
Jpln In revolutionary schemes that 
promise to Improve their lot.

In order to lighten the hard life of 
tbe poor classes the Government main¬ 
tains parks for their amusement ln the 
summer time. These places are equip¬ 
ped with merry-go-rounds, shooting 
galleries, open-air pantomimes, shows, 
music, tests of strength appliances, etc. 
There are 155 (Annual holidays ln Rus¬ 
sia. and on one of these occasions the 
humbl* subject* of the <*xar may b«* 
seen at the resorts, standing stupidly 
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around, munching sunflower seed 
playing acroidconn or drinking tea. 
The gramophone is a source of never- 
ending delight to them. 

When the income of those engaged 
in village industries became so email 
that they were forced to take employ¬ 
ment In % the enterprises that capital 
had developed, they were subjected to 
many abuses which 'wrecked their 
health and destroyed their happiness. 
For Instance, w-hen the manufacture 
of luclfer matches began, the employe* 
of the factory were made to work In 
close rooms and soon contracted an. 
Insidious and painful disease on pccottfit• 
air being tainted wills the f 
of phosphorus. Laws h^re feen enact¬ 
ed to protect factory workla, but th* 
visitor to these estu&fllaMcnts caj( 
still see eix>ugh*-wretfhedges* ln ail 
hour to give hlrnMUt nl$h f <re for a 
month. 

Many of the *mplo|i|& feed andi 
house their laborers °n^Biune prem«J 
Ises where they work. food con-^f 

slsta chiefly of thick soup gnd coa 
bread. Frequently ten families wti| 
be lodged In one roop^no fcrger th* 
an ordinary sleep!ng-lpom. This w 
be divided Into what"ojfe galled ct 
ners. There w ill be a* bed. and a tl 
strip of floor curtained off where wlf 
live a father, mother ^nd two or thre*» 
children. Each apartment contains t*h 
or more of these corners, making os 
many as forty-five or fifty persons ln 
one room. Such a condition may be 
better imagined than described. The 
poor mortals are huddled together 
without privacy or convenience of any 
sort. The curses of a drunkard are 
mingled with the sobs of the wife he 
Is beating, & sick baby walls for want 
of attention, and all the functions of 
life are exposed to the plain view of 
whoever chances to look Into this nest 
of misery. •'Home. Sweet Home** Is 
Indeed a misnomer for the average fac¬ 
tory worker In Russia.

1 
hardly say that the garments should 
be neatly folded and the wrappings 
should not be so tight as to crush 
the nap. A box well dus ed, and 
with a snugly fitting top, should be 
provided for each article. Then pile 
the boxes upon the storeroom shelf 
and be easy in mind. I have pre¬ 
served my furs in this way for thirty 
years, and not .. moth has touched 
them.” 

“But the smeil of camphor m the 
fall?” objected Mrs. Greene. “I hate 
camphor!” 

“A day upon the clothesline, when 
the sun is bright and the wind high, 
will dissipate the odor and freshen 
tho furs. I put up all woolen gar¬ 
ments in the same way, laying the 
larger parcels upon the upper 
shelves of closets and packing the 
smaller in a big chest. Blankets are 
cleaned, sunned and aired, envel¬ 
oped in tar paper, then pinned up 
in sheets. The two important con¬ 
ditions to safety are to get the moth 
eggs and larvae out of the woolen, 
and then to keep others from get¬ 
ting in. Even Tyndale was forced 
to own that there is no such thing 
spontaneous generation.” 

An Ounce of Prevention. 

“You can’t keep them out of 
clothes closets I” bemoaned Mrs.

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Keeping Ill Persons 
Comfortable

C HANGING sheets, with to© patient 
on the bed, requite* practice and 
should be learned *lih a well 
person on the bed until you are 
expert. Make no experiments with the 
sick one. 

Have the clean sheets always well 
aired and in cold weather warmed. Shut 
the door and windows while the change 
Is being made. 

First change the under sheet. Turn 
the patient over from you on one side, 
fold the soiled sheet tightly, in flat folds, 
close to the patient. Lay on the clean 
sheet smoothly with half of It folded up 
against the roll of the soiled sheet, then 
both can be slipped under the body at 
once. Tuck in the clean sheet on that 
side of the bed, then cross to the other 
side, turn the patient back on the oppo¬ 
site side, gently pull out the soiled sheet 
from underneath. Afterward draw the 
folds of the clean one. pull straight, and 
tuck firmly and neatly. By following 
this method the draw sheet, rubber 
sheeting, and under sheet may ull be 
changed at one time. 

To change the upper sheet loosen all 
the bedclothes at the foot, then spread 
the clean sheet and blanket on top of 
the other bedclothes. With one hand 
hold the clean sheet and blanket up to 
the neck of your patient, with the other 
slip down the soiled clothes underneath 
right over the foot of the bed; tuck In 
the fresh bed clothes and spread the 
counterpane. An expert will do thl* 
without uncovering or fatiguing the 1 in¬ 
valid. 

No one should ever 6it on the side of 
the bed or lean against it. No one 
should walk heavily across the floor of a 
sickroom or the floor above. 

To protect any injured part of the 
body from the weight or bedclothes 
without the use of the iror. cradles used 
in hospitals, two or three barrel hoops 
will answer the purpose, or a round 
bandbox large enough to slip the in¬ 
jured limb ibrougn. Plllowu laid at 
each side of the bed will keep bed¬ 
clothes a couple of Inches above the 
sensitive part. 

If unprovided with a bedrest, one may 
be contrived from a chair with the legs 
turned upward on the bed. The long 
sloping back then forms a support for 
pillows piled In. one behind another, to 
the top. Put a small pillow under the 
knees to prevent the body from slip¬ 
ping down in th bed. 

First Symptoms of Bed-Sores. 

Guard carefully against bed-sorea. 
Some people have very sensitive skins. 
Even during a short lllnesu continual 
pressure may cause trouble. The back, 
elbows, knees and heels, bu*. especially 
the pack, should be watched closely. 
The nrst symptoms of a bed-sore are 
redness of the skin, with a pricking, 
burning sensation. Bed-sores will be 
found when the vitality is weakened by 

^To* prevent, so far as possible, any 
appearance of them, bathe the parts 
doily with warm water and pure soap, 
then rub briskly with alcohol to harcbm 
the skin and dust on talcum or bismuth 
powder to remove ail moisture. Guard 
carefully against crumbs or wrinkles in 
the under sheet. Persuade the patient 
to turn in diKerent positions every two 
or three hours to avoid long-continued 
pressure on one spot. 

The first symptoms of ^bed-sores 
should be watched closely, and all 
pressure removed from tho part by a 
Tudicious use of air cuaulons and 
soft pads. Soft pads, made from 
cheese-cloth filled with cotton, can 
be boiled every week as well as hair 
pillows. Rubber rings can also be 
easily washed. 

Should the skin become broken, 
stop using alcohol and apply a little 
oxide of zinc ointment or balsam of 
Peru on a piece of gauze. Protect tho 
place with a pad. If it does not heal 
Immediately, seek special • treatment 
from your family doctor. 

No one should enter the sickroom 
straight from the open air on a cold 
or a wet day; all should wait else¬ 
where unlil their clothes lose damp¬ 
ness and become warm. 

No matter iiow acceptable the visi¬ 
tor may be. it is necessary to guard 
against tiring the patient. 

It Is unwise to allow tho patient to 
sit up long during the early stages 
of convalescence. Half an hour the 
first day will be sufficient. Alter tho 
first day it is better to let the con¬ 
valescent sit up twice for a short 
time than to be tired by being up

For a first course tor luncheon or 
breakfast, strawberries are usually 
served with their “jackets on upon 
plates, with a utue mounu of sugar at 
the aide, or piled in pretty eoniuswn 
aiounu a centre luouno of sugar, uiue 
baskets, njudt in urusuc imitation of 
the coar&e splint basket* in which they 
are most oouveiiientiy bundled for snip¬ 
ping and selling, come to serve them 
in, and uuy “farmers’ hats woven 
of coarse straw tumble the berries out 
upon, the plate, the sugar being at one 
side of the plate. 

When you can get the leaves of the 
strawberry plant, arrange a few of 
them upon each plate, and sen's tho 
berries upon them—the little touch of 
green sets their color off effectively. 

A Man’s Recipe. 

If the leaves are nurd to get, mlo 
the berries in the centre of me mite 
and twine around them sprays uf %Au 
delra vine. 

Vanilla ice cream, moulded into 
mound-shape, with a deep, Bcouped-out 
place on top. makes a pretty uish, if 
the berries, careiuliy hulled, are piled 
thick In the centre.

Delicious frozen dainties can be mada 
If you are an expert freezer—an inno¬ 
cent-looking block or ball of vanma 
cream being found to contain strawber¬ 
ries crushed and sweetened and packed 
closely, or tiny nests of ice cream may 
contain berries masquerading as eggs 
And wee baskets of ice cream, ruled 
with berries, may be bordered with or 
set upon leaves.

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when you do serve it, beat the cream to 
a soft mass with a little sweet cream.

‘ As to strawberry shortcake—there are 
kinds and kinds, irom the old-fashioned 
ones maae of real shortcakes piled high 
with berries to frivolous-looking pyra¬ 
mids of rich cake and berries, with a 
thick meringue on top. Either way. they 
may be served hot or cold, with plain 
or whipped cream, or with crushed ber¬ 
ries and sugar by way of a sauce. 

And speaking ot strawberry shortcake, 
here’s a recipe (contributed by a man 
who prides himself upon his skill as a 
cook) of what he terms “a man's idea 
ot a strawberry shortcake:'* 

"Of course, it must be of biscuit crust, 
short and unsw’eetened.

Rice Dumpling—Wash bailf a pint of 
nee in several cold waters and throw 
into plenty of boiling water.

Have ready six square© 
of perfectly clean cheese cloth, and Jay 
some rice on the center of *aeh to th’^ 
thickness of half an Inch. In the cen¬ 
ter of this pl*tce half a canned pear, 
peach or apricot from which the luico 
has been removed. Fill the piece from 
which the stone has been taken with 
rice, put over this the other half or 
ihe peach, and gathering up the cheese 
cloth, tie together tightly with a piece 
of thread. As soon as all are 
made, throw into a kettle of belling 
water and cook for fifteen minutes. 
When done remove tihe cloths, pile 
the dumplings on a dish and serve with 
the juice of the peaches or pears, 
whichever may have been used.

"Little points In the adjustment of a 
woman’s dress make a decided Impres¬ 
sion on a man. Naxuraliy more accu¬ 
rate than a woman, his critical eye 
remarks instantaneously an unevenly 
closed collar a slipping waist band, or 
a ragged skirt binding. A girl may 
have on the most perfectly fitting prin¬ 
ces* gown—men like this style of dress, 
too—and if the hooks and eyes fail to 
meet perfectly at the back the effect of 
the entire costume Is completely lost 
*.• far as he is concerned. 


••Underskirt ruffles showing a six¬ 
teenth of an Inch below the outside 
skirt draw forth unfavorable comment, 
and that girl has small chance of run¬ 
ning the gamut of masculine approval 
who displays a ragged lining In a coat, 
or. still more to the point, pins of any 
of the common varieties, holding to¬ 
gether the different parts of a garment. 

"Girls have learned pretty thoroughly 
the value of keeping gloves and shoes 
In good order. They know that ripped 
seams, missing buttons and untidy shoe 
lacings are fearfully conspicuous. But 
there are finer points even than these 
which do not escape a man's notice. 

"One of my brothers—yes. i'll admit 
he's a bit flnnlcky—forms his opinion 
of a girl by ihe straightness with which 
the seams of her gloves followed the 
edges of th«‘ fingers, and If the exten¬ 
sion soles of some fair one's shoos are 
not blackened.

It can walk perfectly atone, sit, bow 
and Jump. It can ride a bicycle as 
readily as if It were alive. Most re¬ 
markable of oil, It can write Us oao 
name. 

The amazing effect of sU this ls 
heightened by the fact that the Invent¬ 
or of the automatic man has dressed 
him In a strange garb and has given 
him a most grotesque head and face. 

The automatic man is exactly os up 
as an average human beiag. He (or 
It) Is made from 365 separate pieces. 

The feet are Iron and he legs are 
made of steel And wood. The arms aru 
steel and copper. 

There are seven motors ‘n the flguro. 
Some of these are governed by aptlmrs 
and other are electric. The two m. s 
powerful motors govern the legs and 
enable the automatic man *o walk. 

The electrical energy Is supplied by 
fourteen accumulators of forty-elgh: 
volts power, which furnish 2.700 am¬ 
peres In an hour. 

When Lhe automatic man Is to walk, 
one motor pushes the left leg forw* <r J 
first. This makes the figure move 
toward the right and the moment It 
does this. It causes quicksilver, which 
acta as the conductor for the electric¬ 
ity. to fly against a lever. 

This forms a new electrical contact 
and thus the automatic man immedi¬ 
ately regains his haiance. The right 
foot moves forward, and the quicksil¬ 
ver promptly files to the other side 
again, thus shoving the left foot for¬ 
ward one# more. 

in a similar way the apparatus pro¬ 
duces the other motions, but. tu* may¬ 
be Imagined, the mechanism governing 
the more intricate motions ls immense¬ 
ly complicated. F\»r Instance, the 
mechanism that enables the figure to 
write its own name, "Enlgmarclle/* on 
a blackboard with chalk, la so elabo¬ 
rate that It would require pages of 
technical description to explain |L 

The Inventor u*ofked for many ^ears 
before he finished bis calculations and 
plans so that he could set to work to 
make the wonderful automatic man. 
And aftrr his designs were all finished 
he had to work for more years before 
be could perfect the figure so' that tt 
would work.

In an article 
printed In the May Issue of the 
Theater Magaarine. tells how* he 
writes his plays SJid lets the public 
Into the secrets of his literary work¬ 
shop. 

The general Idea once found, or 
rathsr the principal situation conceived 
—for, on the stage, the whole Idea must 
aJwa>e be Incarnate In a single big 
situation around which everything else 
revolves—I begin to collect material. 
This material Is In the form of little 
slip* of paper, which, added to day 
oiler day, week after week, and moniii 
aitcr month, beoomea the dossier or 
docket. Each little slip of paper Is cov¬ 
ered with hieroglyphics to which I hold 
the key. Sometimes they take an en¬ 
tire year to accumulate; but. always, 
there oomes the day when they take 
on the form of life, so to »p«*ak. when 
the material is sufficient, and the play, 
therefor* la begun. 

But even then It is only the play in 
embryo. The Idea ts there, the develop¬ 
ment also, but mere are yet to be de¬ 
termined the time, the epoch, what per¬ 
sonages best fit the Idea, and what cos¬ 
tumes. Th*»ee or* i»ot In the dossier, 
the luxoea ore yet nameless. A. B. C\ 
perhaps represent u woman, the hus¬ 
band. and the lover; and from these 
three htve evolved the capital situa¬ 
tion. the situation which Is the heart, 
the cort of the Intrigue. My first 
thought of a ,ils> always comes In this 
w*av. Afterwards 1 scorch tire causes 
which produce such #. situation, and 
deduce the ineV'.obJe results.

A Bit of History. 


months ago. when the railroad 
Senators turned over to Senator Till¬ 
man the management of the Rate Bill 
With the Intention of making It cylioua 
through Democratic support, the Pres¬ 
ident. who was then In favor of rail¬ 
road legislation which counted, found 
hlrpsclf unable to communicate with 
the leader of the legislation which he 
had recommended to be placed upon 
tn^juatute books. Four years ago the 
President had invited the South Caro- 
llntan to. attend a dinner at the White 
House. The afternoon preceding the 
evening of the dinner Senator Tillman 
became Involved In a personal en¬ 
counter upon the floor of the Senate 
with his colleague. Senator McLaurln. 
The President, who had looked upon 
McLaurln as a possible agent In be¬ 
half of a Southern Republican, or a 
Roosevelt party, for Senator Han ha 
was then alive, immediately sided with 
McLaurln and sent word to Senator 
Tillman revoking the dinner Invita¬ 
tion. Senator Tillman never forgot 
the slight placed upon him and never 

again visited the White House. 

• • • 

Chandler a Mediator. 


In casting around for some means 
of corrrmtnrleating with Senator Till¬ 
man. the nAme of Senator ^Chandler, 
now on the Spanish Claims Commis¬ 
sion. was suggested to the President. 
He grasped it eagerly and a few days 
after Commissioner Chandler men¬ 
tioned the matter to Senator Tillman, 
who put the necessity for railroad 
legislation over his personal feelings 
and consented to deal with the Pres¬ 
ident through his personal friend, Mr. 
Chandler. 

Later the Attorney General was 
brought Into the conference, and that 
official drew up amendments as a basis 
of agreement, which had the approval 
of Senator Tillman a* well os the Pres¬ 
ident and his Attorney General. These 
amendments to the Hepburn Bill passed 
in the House provided for the narrow 
court review. Attorney General Moody 
wrot* them himself, and In the Senate 
to-day Senator Tillman exhibited them. 

Senator Bailey, of Texas, who had 
been consulted by Senator Tillman upon 
e\^l*y step of the proceeding, told the 
Senate of the negotiations, Anally nar¬ 
rating the Interview between him. Sen¬

Washington, May 12.—During the 
consideration of the Rate Bill In the 
Senate to-day Senator Tillman made an 
attack upon the President. He refer¬ 
red to the Long amendment, saying 
that he did so with the purpose of male 
lng an explanation. He said that Sen¬ 
ators probably would be surprised to 
know' that he had been in conference 
with the President. He then, contrary 
to fils usual practice, read a statement 
of his negotiations regarding the blit 
as follows: 

• • • 

Mr. Tillman’s Statement. 


“On Saturday, March 31, I was In¬ 
formed by former Senator William E. 
Chandler that President Roosevelt had 
sent to him a note asking him to call 
at the White House that evening; that 
he had obeyed the call, and had been 
told by the President that he desired 
through him to get Into communication 
with me as the Senator In chargo of the 
Railroad Rate Bill, and with Senator 
Bailey, representing the Democrats in 
the Senate, for the purpose of ascer¬ 
taining whether there could be such 
united action among the friends In the 
Senate of the Hepburn Bill aa would 
make a majority In its favor and 
against Injurious amendments. Mr 
Chandler said the President named va¬ 
rious Republican Senators who. he 
thought, were true friends of the bill, 
but said that It might require all the 
DemocraiiT [q, d*J>at pbnojdous amend-, 
ments. Mr. Chnndler said the Presi¬ 
dent hod stated that he hnd come to 
a complete disagreement with the sen¬ 
atorial lawyers, who were trying to In¬ 
jure or defeat the bill by Ingenious 
constitutional amendments, naming 
Senator Knox, In addition to Senators 
Spooner and Foraker;' that the Presi¬ 
dent stated carefully and deliberately 
the basis upon which he thought there 
should be co-operation, vlx.. an amend¬ 
ment expressly granting a court re¬ 
view, but limiting it to two points; 
first, Inquiry whether the commission 
had acted beyond Its authority ultra 
vires, and, second, whether tt had vio¬ 
lated the constitutional rights of the 
carrier. 

• • • 

An “Unalterable” Decision. 


“Mr. Chandler stated that the Presi¬ 
dent repeated that he had reached a 
final decision that the right of review 
should be thus limited; that thus far he 
would go, and no farther; that his de¬ 
cision would be unalterable.** 
Proceeding, he sajd that Mr. Chandler 
had said that the President had as¬ 
sured him that he would be In favor 
of a restriction against the issuanca of 
ex-parte Injunctions to meet the wishes 
of Senators Tillman and Bailey. 

After Informing Mr. Bailey of the 
purport of the Chandler Interview, Mr. 
Tillman said that on the next day he 
had told Mr. Chandler that In his and 
Mr. Bailey' opinion there would be no 
difficulty In coming to an underloading 
on the basis proposed by the President. 
“On the evening of Monday, Mr. 
Chandler told me he had so assure 1 
tho President and asked him not to be 
disturbed by the newspaper Items 
growing out of the talk about Senator 
Long’s amendment published ftfi th* 
newspapers as one agreed upon at the 
White House conference on Saturday.** 
He then said that he and Mr. Chand¬ 
ler had continued their conferences and 
on April S the ex-Senator hod gone to 
the White House to muke a favorable 
report to tho Pr^ldent. On April 8 
Mr. Chandler told him that he had con¬ 
ferred with Senator Allison asking him 
to intervene In the conference then In 
progress and that the Iowa Senator 

hnd agreed to do so. 

• • • 

Meeting With Knox. 


The reading of the statement evoked 
many smiles and some laughter from 
Senators. There was especial merri¬ 
ment over a statement of assurance 
by the South Carolina Senator that the 
President need not be alarmed over 
newspaper reports. He had. he said, 
told the Attorney General that there 
was no danger of the result as to ttye 
bill. If the President should adhere to 
his plans. 

He then had the clerk read the 
Moody memorandum covering the 
point agreed upon as the basis of 
amendments. 

There was a slight stir In the Sen¬ 
ate when Senator Dolliver took the 
floor. He said he would not speak If 
he had not been called as a witness *by 
Mr. Tillman. He did not intend to 
scold, he said, but he could not for 
bear to say that Congress had spent 
nearly a year magnifying little ques¬ 
tions and neglecting Important matters 
of railroad legislation. He had en¬ 
deavored to have action taken last 
Congress, but without success. He de 
ckirod the pending bill had hod much 
criticism from Its friends as well as 
from Its enemies. He referred to the 
discussion of constitutional questions, 
saying that the Senate w^as the last 
refuge of the technical lawyers. ’*The 
poor bill would have been entirely de¬ 
stroyed.'* he declared. “If the lawyers 
had not devoted ao much time to one 
another. It was a perfect Kilkenny 
cat affair. These rival detective 
agencies of the law* are about to be re¬ 
tired from business by the prospect of 
the passage of the bill."

Dolliver Praises President. 


He was glad that the President had 
taken a hand and shown himself a 
leader—'Hhe most superb moral lead¬ 
ership the American people have had.' 
Of Mr. Allison he said: 

“He has been my guide and counsel¬ 
or ever since I have been engaged In 
considering this question.*' Mr. Alli¬ 
son had been for more than thirty 
years engaged In the public service 
and he (Mr. Dolliver) did not oro- 
pose to sit silent and hear the charge 
shade that he had been trapped Into 
doing something that hr did not un¬ 
derstand. He declared that while not 
a constitutional lawyer. Mr. Allison 
hud a broader nnd better oomprehln- 
sbm.of legislation than any other man 
• f the present generation. ,Mr. Dolli¬ 
ver asserted that the only effect of the 
Allison amendment would be to put 
affirmatively In the bill what was al¬ 
ready In It. Nor did he believe the 
President had been misled, for he also 
was surrounded by constitutional 
lawyers, “legal sharps if you will.'* He 
had no question, therefore, of the 
soundness of the new propositions and 
he was willing to accept them.

Senator Long gave the genesis of 
the Long amendment, saying that It 
had been prepared In conference with 
Senator Allison, and that at first It 
was In the language of the Allison 
amendments. 

He had sought to do nothing more 
than affirmatively confer Jurisdiction 
In the courts, and he was not opposed 
to defining that Jurisdiction. 

Later, In conjunction with other Sen¬ 
ators. Mr. Long said he had considered 
the Allison amendment. That pro¬ 
vision was, he said, entirely satisfac¬ 
tory to him, because he did not con¬ 
sider It essentially different from his 
own amendment.

“I did not cross-question In regard 
to the statement made by the Senator 
from Soujli Carolina, for I did not heir 
the statement myself, and the President 
has not read one wonl of It. 1 Imagine 
to-inorrow that when he has rend the 
statement in full he will make reply 
which will satisfy tho curiosity of th* 
Senator from Texas." 

“It is not a matter of curiosity," re¬ 
sponded Mr. Bailey. Hs explained that 
If It were true that th# President had 
not held conferences, that also ought to 
go Into the record, because he took it 
that the Senator from South Carolina 
was Just ns willing as the Senator from 
Massachusetts that the President of the 
United States should have the full 
benefit of the truth. “I think It also

There Is sunshine all over 
the picture. »ugg©»teri rather than 
drawn, sunshine lighting up the back¬ 
ground. This sea. while seemingly an 
unimportant matter In the picture. Is 
really the making of It, for the con¬ 
trast between the lines with which It 
I* drawn and those which form the 
figures is go marked that It makes the 
letter idand out In brilliant relief 

On the figures are strong shadows 
drawn with infinite skill The mixed 
arm of the Cupid .‘(tats its shadow upon 
his nork. breast and side, leaving a spot 
of light where the sun strikes his shoul¬ 
der; the le(t leg Is In the shale of the 
right and the left side Is marked by 
the strongest shade of'oli The shadow 
of the girl’s outstretched arm foils 
strongly upon her dress and that of her 
body upon the forepart of her skirt, 
while behind her head her dark hair Is 
black against the pretty shadows upon 
her neck. These shadows have definite 
forms, and the •sharp outline of these 
forms against th© lighted surface tell 
of the strong light that shines upon the 
figures. 

But—and this Is the most Important 
potnt In the drawing—the lines with 
which these shadows are formed are 
firm, smooth, unhesitating, while th a© 
of the background are broken, nervous 
Irregular and swirling Into curves a* 
they approach the foreground It Is 
by such treatment that the artist sug¬ 
gest* the nhlmmertng surface of the 
•unlit sea. Straight, unbroken lines wll! 
do for a still sea on a cloudy day. but 
Yldu'ti the sun dances upon a moving 
o<Van there are tiny gllntaof light which 
flash from every ripple, and by brok¬ 
ing up his lines the artist leaves mt-ur* 
specks of white, which give the effect 
of sunshine. And the swirling line* In 
the foreground Indicate the eddies 
made by the water as It runs up the 
sand and back ngalfi frith each suc¬ 
cessive wave. 

The suggestion of sunlight on the sei 
Intensifies the brilliance of the lights 
and shadow's upon the figures Were 
It not for this clever treatment of the 
background, they would not stand out 
a* they do. but would seem to He fiat, 
like cut-out figures, upon the piper. 

The picture may he summed up as a 
typlral example of Gibson showing In¬ 
timate know*ledge of women, a prettv 
idea and the treatment of a master 
artist.

T ll difficult «ven for training exports 
to understand Just how professional 
baseball players contrive to keep In 
condition during the playing season. 
In respect to the protracted and intense 
■train haseball players enduro without a 
murmur, without breaking down and gen¬ 
erally without detriment to their speed 
and all-around ability, they are the most 
remarkable and at the same tlmfi the 
most puxxllng body of athletes in the 
world. The wonder should not be that 
baseball players occasionally suffer from 
Charley horse at critical periods tn their 
team's fortunes, but that they ore not 
Charley-horsed all tho time. 

Fans who don't use their minds to any 
extent are frequently heard to remark of 
ball players: "It ’8 pretty soft for those 
fellows! Snapsky for them! ‘Rout two 
hours' play n day. Just dancing around 
and having fun on a ball lot, und the rest 
of the time bumming around, hitting the 
high places of luxury und having a swell 
time. Pretty soft for thoso fellows, that's 
all I've got to say." 

Of course anybody who knows anything 
about the life of ball players during the 
playing season knows that this sort of 

talk is pure nonsense. 

• • * 

Traveling Is Irksome. 


Tn tho first place, the traveling pari of 
tiro business is an extremely Irksome 
proposition for the baseball players. The 
great majority of them, except the new 
T players taking their first l 04 *k at the cJtloe. 
hate the traveling part of the Jobs with a 
deadly and vttriolJc hatred, as well they 
might Tho average hasclktll player takes 
hi* traveling a great deal harder than the 
average man. for hall players are a much 
more highly strung lot than the average 
folk. They've got to tie high strung to be 


ers a-mil are as nervous and peevish and 
fidgety and hard to deal with as s bunch 
of babies on an Immigrant train. They be¬ 
come travel sore. They get to Imagining 
they aro full of cinder* and clinkers, and 
there are some railroad* over which they 
travel where this Isn't all Imagination, 
either. They always travel in the best 
sleepers, of course, but this makes a 
comparatively small diminution of the 
discomfort when thoy'rs virtually travel¬ 
ing all the time. 

Many ball player* are night owls, and 
that is another curious thing about them, 
considering them as athletes. They go to 
me theater ofmn while they arc on tho 
rood. and. after the show, stop some¬ 
where to eat. Then they return to their 
hotel, dwadle around their rooms, play 
cards, some of them, for a couple of 
hour*, and then slide Into bed as late as 
2 or 8 o'clock in tho morning And yet 
the most of them aro downstairs in the 
morning for tho 8 o’clock breakfast. There 
aro exceptions to this rule, of course, as 
to the early rising part of it, but I am 
speaking la general. 

• • • 

Nineteen Out of Twenty Smoke. 

And then. too. the great majority of 
ball players- as many, l believe, os nine¬ 
teen out of twenty—emoke. Not only that, 
but many of them smoke during all tholr 
waking hours when they’re not playing 
ball. Worse yet. quite a lot of them 
smoke cigarette* But smoking, even In¬ 
veterate smoking, oven cigarette smoking, 
doesn't #*em to txjther them any or In¬ 
terfere with their speed. But not many 
of them drink. This fact ought to be bet¬ 
ter known. Rome ball player* who hardly 
know the taste of drink have the repu 
tn non of being drinking men. 

But here we have the combination: The 
estrenv fatigue of almost incessant 
travel, no dietary system whatever, smok¬ 
ing on ths part of Almost nJl and pretty 
late hours for a good many, and yet thc*«; 
ball playing athletes, unlike any other 
known kind of athlete*, go right on play¬ 
ing the game, keeping In condition and 
delivering the goods. The one conclusion 
must be that they're a mighty rugged 
and hoarty lot of men to start with, al- 
tiwuigh » groat many of them don't look

Th© relief afforded by the liquidation rnado 
Itself felt naturally through the money mar¬ 
ket. Funds havo become abundant again In 
that market, and rates for call loans havp 
relaxed from day to day. The effect on time 
loans waa more gradual, but In that depart¬ 
ment also rates have rosed until loans were 
obtainable far periods up to six months for 
as low as ft per cent With th© fall In prices 
if securities, which occurred during liquida¬ 
tion and which affected bond* as well as 
stocks, th* basts of the Investment return on 
securities was better adjusted to the prevailing 
Interest rat# In tho money market, especially 
since tho Interest rate on money haa decline!

T HE farro comedy ln the American 

Association Is bring continued, 
and a few extra* are being offered 
tn the way of special acts by the 
National Com mis*’on. Tho controvaisy 
over an official ball for the asaoclnlon 
has been settled In part, and, no blood has 
been shed a* yet. but theifo are more 
tangles to undo before the matter will be 
finally pffWd Into history. 

Both factions In the association—the 
Watkins and the Tebeau—claim to have 
won a victory, and in a way th<y are 
right.

Tho Victor people have been the 
ones to profit by tho controversy, for they 
h*ve succeeded In compelling the Nation¬ 
al Commission to recognise their ball a* 
of standard make and on a per with th© 
Reach ami Spalding balls It mean* that 
tn the future there will be three concerns 
.in the field Instead of two. ami the com¬ 
petition will he such that the big leagues 
wlU lie able to strike a much better bar¬ 
gain than at prrawn*.

AMERICAN ATHLETES AT ATHENS. 


How Yankee Boys Beat Those of All the World In the 
Recent Olympic Games. 


B EFORE Greece entered upon a de¬ 
cline. bodily strength was careful- 
I ly developed and a candi¬ 
date for honors at the 
Olympic games was examined with 
regard to his social position and 
moral character The successful athlete 
was then the idol of the community. The 
old Greek character has not been pre¬ 
served, says an exchange. The Olympic 
games which closed In Athens lost week 
attracted the attention of the civilised 


world because so many nations were rep¬ 
resented In them, and surprise Is ex¬ 
pressed that so few of the honors wont 
to Greece. Martin J. Sheridan, of the 
Irish-American Athletic Club, won the 
free style discus throw, beating the 
Greeks at their favorite game, and Wil¬ 
liam 81.erring, of Canada, won the Mara¬ 
thon, a rues of twenty-six miles, in two 
hours und fifty-one minutes. Something 
Ilk* 150.000 people witnessed the struggle, 
and the Greek representative finished 
fifth. Fond hopes wore shattered by the 
Marathon result, but there was no sulking 


on ths part of the Greeks, who have 
learned to be courteous In defeat. Sher¬ 
ri ng was greeted a* a conquering hero 
when he arrived At the stadium In ad¬ 
vance of all competitors. The prises were 
distributed by the King of Greece on 
Wednesday, May 2. and the score for 
stadium event* was: America, eleven 
firsts, six seconds, five thirds; total aev- 
enty-flve points. Great Britain ami ail 
her possessions, four firsts, six second* 
and three thirds; total thirty-nine points. 
Greece and Sweden tied for third place. 
When the American* advanced to where 
King George stood there was a demon¬ 
stration which must have caused the dust 
of Aristotle to vibrate with life. The flag 
of the United States’fluttered everywhere, 
borne aloft by Greek*, and the American* 
when their turn came vigorously cheered 
the King. 

The story of the prowess of our repre¬ 
sentatives In the ancient city of Athens 
has been read In millions of homes, and 
the youthful dmoglnatlori has bt>en fired 
by It. As soop •* frost leaves the ground 
and the grus* begins to turn green the 
athletic temperament of youth is made 
manifest. In the less crowded streets 
*nd In vacant lots boys u**erpft>1e and 
work off surplus energy In athletic sport. 
All over the broad land similar scene* 
or* witnessed. nnd the wl*e parent dost 
not try to repress the feeling which de¬ 
velops bodily strength and activity. A 
nation without physical culture la unable 
to long hold a place among the groat 
Powers of the world. The successful ath¬ 
lete must study dietary laws, keep regu¬ 
lar hour*, and In many ways hold himself 
under restraint. The reward Is good 
health and the happiness which attends 
good health. Why give so much attention 
to the development of the horse through 
nutrition and exercise and let your ehtl- 
drnn grow as the weed of the abandoned 
field grows?
